PARIS, June 8.—Slumming parties are the 
latest fad of wealthy Americans visiting 
Paris. Ever since Mr. and Mrs. Perry Lel- 
mont. before doing London, weAt explor- 
ing the dark nooks where the h‘deous mis- 
ery of Paris is kept corralled, and Mrs. Bel- 
mont proclaimed that she ‘‘Nféver experi- 
enced such intense sensations from any 
novel or drama,” men ard women of fash- 
ion have organized themselves into similar 
expeditions. 

Some of the outcasts don’t like this idle 
invasion of thei¢ squalor. 

Mrs. Robert Goelet, Mrs. Ogden, Miss 
May Goelet and Mrs. Armour, with several 
gentlemen and two detectives, visited the 
sordid Rue Mouffetar and found Jean 
Grave, the famous anarchist, writing in his 
bare garret. He promptly ordered the party 
out, threatening to shoot even the detective 
if they lingered. 

Young Bradley tried to soothe the old 
writer, saying loftily: 

“Bere, my man, take 50 francs and talk 
to vs about your ideas and your schemes.” 

‘7 don’t want your money,” cried Jean; 
“and don't you call me ‘my man.’ If you 
were not ‘a fool’ you'd understand that 
your patronizing an aged worker who has 
raised a family of 10 children by manual 
lgbor and written 20 volumes to enlighten 
his brethren, is unbecoming in a young cub 
like you, who have.never given a thought 
to anything serious in life.” 

In the basement of another house—it was 
almost a cave—May Goelet was roughly re- 
buked. 

Sniffing and gathering her skirts tight- 
fy about her, she turned to the detective 
and sai isaigih, tells awful here; let’s go.”

Miss Goelet, when asked today what im- 
pression she brought back from her incur- 
sion among the poor, said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent: 

“fT am afraid it has saddened me for the 
rest of my days. I never dreamt that a por- 
tion of our kind were so completely denied 
everything that makes life tolerable. I won- 
der whether we have a right to eat these 
wWasteful meals and enjoy the luxury of this 
hotel. With what is wasted each day by 
guests in this place a hundred human be- 
ings might be redeemed from despair. 
These thoughts haunt me and spoil even 
a sunshiny day like this.’’

BOWLING GREEN, Mo., June 8.—Champ 
Clark of this city, Pike County’s famous 
congressman, has essayed many roles with , 
honor and credit. His latest achievement 
is unique. He has preached a funeral ser- 
mon. 

As @ lawyer the courts of Missouri know

the Deceased Many Years Ago, Was Heard by a 
Large Concourse of People. 


him well. As an orator the State Legis- 
lature, the national Congress, the rostrum 
Egst and West and the stump in many 
sfates have felt the thrill of his eloquence. 
As a wit, his personal friends and the mul- 
titudes who hear him gladly have placed 
him high on the roll of those that “woo 


sweet laughter from the lips of men.” As 
a writer it is only necessary to,say that 
he is just as busy here at his home, during 
the summer, fulfilling commissions from 
eastern periodicals of high class, as in the 
halls of Congress during the session. 


Now he has become a funeral orator. | 
Two Sundays ago Mr. Clark preached the 
funeral of ‘“‘Unele.Sam’’ Willis, a. farmer 
who lived and died near the little hamiet 
of Farmer, in the southern portion of Pike 
County. 

Mr. Willis was a unique character, loved 
by all, a most hospitable man. His home 
was headquarters for the pilgrim in his 
neighborhood. Anyone could “put up’ at 
“Uncle Sam's’ over night and be assured 
of receiving attention as considerate as 
though he were an old friend or a relative. 
- Many years ago Mr. Willis ‘‘took a shine” 
to a young attorney who had been nvrincipa, 
of the high school at Louis: a®er leav- 
ing the old farm in Kentucky. His name 
was Champ Clark. This new-fledged law- 
yer had won a simple suit at law for the 
cld farmer. Later he knew many triumphs 
at the bar, on the stump and in ijegislative 
hells. and always his climbing career was | 
watched by ‘‘Uncle Sam” Willis, who voted 
and electioneered for Champ Clark like a 
theroughbred. 

Years ago the old man told Clark that he 
would like to have him preach his funeral 
sermon when he died. «Clark promised. It 
was in fulfillment of this promise that the 
congressman went to the former home of | 
his friend, and, in the midst of a throng | 
gathered not only from Pike County but | 
from other counties, delivered an address | 
of loving tribute. 

Mr. Willis died last winter, while | 
gressman Clark was extremely busy 
Washington. But as soon as the warm |! 
days of spring came, the congresman an- 
nounced that he would deliver the funeral 
or:.tion,

“Every instance where the western clas- 
sification has been changed to read ‘mixed 
carioads,’ is a direct discrimination against 
the city of New York, since all rates to 


western points are made on the official clas- 
sification which does not permit mixing 
cars to the Mississippi river and this in- 
creases the distributing power of every job- 
bing house located on a line drawn from &t. 
Paul through Chicago and 8t. Louis, or, in 
other words, all cities located on the west 
bank of the Mississippi river.

“T Curse the Day That She 
Was Born!” 


HE TOOK LAUDANUM TO DIE 


DAUGHTER AND HUSBAND HAD 
DEFRAUDED JOHN MANGAN. 


Oklahoma Farmer Declared He Gave 
Her and His Son-in-Law $1200 
and They Then Beat Him Out 
of $1500 More. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., June 8.—John Mangan, 
a& well-to-do Payne Gounty farmer, com- 
mitted suicide at his lodging room over the 
New York racket store, on West Harrison 
avenue. At 10 o'clock Mangan took two 
ounces of laudanum, then told his land- 
lady, ordered her to inform no one, and laid 
down across his bed to die. At midnight he 
was still alive, with no hopes of recovery 
being expressed b, the attending physi- 
clans, Drs. Cotteral and Blesh. 

After taking the drug Mangan fought 
hard to die during the entire day. AS 
soon as she could Mrs. Tregle, the land- 


lady, telephoned Dr. Cotteral, who re- 
sponded at once, about 12 o'clock. He gave 
Mangan some medicine, but the latter 
spat it out, refusing to swallow anything 
except two cups of coffee offered him by 
one of the women in the house. Dr. Cotter- 
al worked with him a long time and then 
called Dr. Blesh. The two consulted and 
then returned to the work of trying-to save 
Mangan’s life. In the evening he lapsed 
into unconsciousness and had remained so 
up to midnight. He had been drinking heav- 
ily for several days and this, the doctors 
stated, offset the quick action of the poison 
and eeensen life. 

In Mangan's inside pocket was found a 
two-ounce bottle of carbolic acid, which he 
fought hard to retain, desiring to drink it 
if the laudanum failed. Before taking the 
poigon he had purchased all the necessary 
clothing in which to be buried, a full sult of 
clothes, a white shirt, black tie and carpet 
slippers. 

Mangan was a Catholic, but all efforts 
on the part of Mrs. Tregle to call in a 
priest were repulsed by the dying man, He 
claimed his daughter and son-in-law had 
beaten him out of all his money and lands 
and made him decide to end his life. He 
wrote a statement giving his reason for 
committing suicide. Then he visited his 
wife’s grave in Summit View Cemetery, 
and was pleased to find that some one had 
decorated it. After taking the polson he 
gave his statement to Mrs. Tregle with the 
request to keep it and a small grip until 
he was dead. The statement was as fol- 
lows: 

“T leave this statement of my sade fate— 
that I come to by my daughter and son- 
in-law. They have beat me out of all I 
had, which is known to all the neighbors 
around. They drove me to grief and to 
shame, and I curse the day that she was 
born, that causes me to do this act and 
left me homeless. I leave to Mrs. E. F. 
Tregle $135—pay my funeral expenses. 
Good-by to all. JOHN MANGAN.” 

On another side of the paper he had 
written: 

“My curse and a God's curse upon my 

child I raised and her husband. Good-bye 
to this world.”’ 
Mangan itively refused to tell the 
name of his daughter, the only child he 
ever had. He admitted she is married and 
has several children. He sold his farm in 
Elm Grove Township several weeks ago. 
He gave his daughter $1200 and, he says, 
she and her husband beat him out of $1500 
more. When he sold the farm he said he 
gave her all the farm implements, ma- 
chinery and live stock. His wife has been 
dead seven years and was buried in the 
Guthrie Cemetery. 

Mangan admitted that he returned to this 
city to kill his son-in-law. He said: ‘I 
came back to put him out of the way. I 
studied the matter over and decided it bet- 
ed to die myself and go to my long home to 

ve. 

“T can die now owing no man a cent.”’ 
At all times he spoke very bitterly of 
his daughter, and son-in-law, talking of 
them freely, but refusing to reveal their 
names and wanting them to know nothing 
until after he was dead. 

Mangan is 69 years old. He was born 
in Ireland, was raised in Pennsylvania, 
worked awhile in Connecticut and located 
in Oklahoma at the opening, securing a 
claim in Payne County, where he had delved 
and saved every cent. He came to Guthrie 
the last of February, 1901, from Coyle and 
had spent the most of the time here since. 
rooming at Mrs. Tregle's. He was a familiar 
figure on the street, having a very heavy, 
but short, blacked beard and a broad Irish 
brogue. He drank considerably all the time 
but was always cleanly and gentlemanly 
about his room. He left Guthrie some time 
ago, visiting Arkansas City. El Reno and 
a yg points, returning fo kill his son-in- 
aw. 

Mangan had evidently studied the matter 
thoroughly and determined to die, making 
all preparations therefor. He left Mrs. 
Tregie $125 to settle up all expenses, and {ts 
said to have given another party $40 in gold 
in his pocketbook was found $i, a deed for 
a cemetery lot and several receipts, He said 
he had burned all his papers.

W. A. SMITH, 
Health Commissioner in His Small- 
pox Costume. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MACON, Mo., June 8-—-During the past 
six months W. A. Smith of Kirksville, 
smallpox expert of 30 years’ experience, 
now an officer of the state board of hea.th, 
has visited and laid down rules of treat- 
ment for nearly 1500 patients afflicted with 
the disease. 

His labors necessitated the rigorous quar- 
antining of a large number of people, per- 
haps ten or a dozen to every patient on an 
average, including 18 physicians who had 
undertaken to treat patients and neglected 
to provide themselves with suitable cloth- 
ing while doing so. Out of the number of 
cases in Missouri attended by Mr. Smith 
there were but three deaths. He personally 
interred each one of these and treated the 
bodies. The formula adopted is to immerse 
the body in a solution of one in ten of for- 
ma'dehyde, bichloride of mercury or car- 
bolic acid and then wrap in cotton batting. 
The body is piaced in an air-tight casket 
and then lowered in an eight-foot gave. 
Decomposition soon sets in, and all danger 
of contagion speedily disappears. In each 
case blood poison previously contracted wus 
the main cause of death. 

The other cases have all recovered, and 
the state is now about free from the disease. 
In an affected community the health officer 
has prescribed rules for killing all germs 
of the disease, and left app lances and rem- 
edies in the hands of some reliable person 
to continue the work of destroying the in- 
fection. The state board anticipates but lit- 
tle danger of an outbreak next winter, ow- 
ing to the general enforcement of these 
sanitary precautions. 

The Trouble 


at Novinger. 


One of the most troublesome (districts) 
Mr. Smith had to contend with during the 
epidemic was at the mining town of No- 
vinger, in Adair County, where there were 
75 cases and 125 of what is denomindted 
“suspects.” The usual rigid quarantine 
reguiations were established, but the re- 
Eee came that they were being violated. 

he national guards at Kirksville were or- 
dered to be in readiness to maintain health 
regulationa by force, if necessary, and this 
coming to the ears of the parties charged 
with insubordination had a wonderfully 
quieting effect upon them. 

Towards the close of the season Schuyler 
County had a visitation that necessitated 
the quarantining of nearly the entire 
southern section of the county. There 
were 12 cases and a number of suspects in 
the vicinity. The warm weather of late 
has eradicated whatever danger may have 
existed there or elsewhere. 

It has been remarked that in nearly ev- 
ery instance where smallpox has broken 
out in Missouri the past season the malady 
has been brought in the state by visitors 
or those returning from the West. Ma- 
con, Monroe and Shelby Counties, which 
had a large number of cases last year, 
escaped almost entirely during the season 
just closed. 

“Smallpox is no longer looked upon with 
the dread it formerly excited,’’ said Mr. 
Smith, ‘‘and its existence in a community 
does not stop the wheels of business or 
cause the people to become panic-stricken 
as in former years. This is not because 
the disease 's in lighter form, but for ine 
reason that people are learning better how 
to handle it. It is not really dangerous if 
ods oad recautions are taken, but it is ex- 

ingly dangerous if they are neglected. 
Even if it were not, no one cares to be 
marked for life with this loathsome mala- 
dy. The nurse does the principal part of 
the work. The physician need only drop in 
occasionally to watch results. The cooler 
the patient is kept the better. A solution 
of bi-chloride of mercury is the principal 
remedial agetut. In solutions of this the

Local physicians here and 
there have complained of what they regard 
the arbitrary use of power by the men 
whose duty it has been to establish auar- 
antines and Officer Smith, like others in 
the employ of the state, has had some inter- 
esting experiences with physicians who wefea 
compelled to remain at the homes 2f their 
patients:

TREATED WELL BY EVERYONE 


COURT CIRCULAR PAID THEM A 
GRACEFUL COMPLIMENT. 


Omitted the Intimation That the King 
in Receiving Them Oonferred an 
Honor Upon Them—Three 
Notable Absentess. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

LONDON, June 8.—London was taken by 
storm by the Americans this week. They 
were the ruling spirits in three great de- 
partments of life in England’s metropolis— 
the West End, the city and the racetrack. 

There was a graceful departure from the 
conventional wording in the Court Circu- 
lar’s announcement of the visit of the New 
York Chamber of Commerce representa- 
tives at Windsor. It read: 

“Their majesties, the King and Queen, 
received this afternoon several representa- 
tives of the Chamber of Commerce of 
New York, all of whom were presented to 
their majesties.’’ 

The Circular omitted the usual intimation 
that an honor was conferred upon the vis- 
itors by the royal reception. With English- 
men the gase is altered. 

“Lord Brassey,’ the Circular continued, 
‘also had the honor of being presented to 
their majesties.’’ 

Were Three 
Notable Absentees. 

There were three notable absentees from 
all the entertainments to the American vis- 
itors. They were William Waldorf Astor, 
the -Duke of Marlborough and _ Richard 
Croker. Mr. Astor offered no hospitality 
himself to his distinguished ex-fellow citi- 
zens, though it-would have been easy for 
him to do so, either in London or at Clive- 
den. He did not even attend Ambassador 
Choate’s reception for the visitors Tuesday 
night. 

The Duke of Marlborough, though in Lon- 
don, was not among the company on that 
occasion, though several peers having no 
connection with American or its dollars, 
were glad to honor the American visitors. 

Mr. Croker’s absence was probably at- 
tributable to other reasons. He has never 
been on the ambassador’s visiting list, 
never finding it necessary or desfrable to 
have any communication with the embassy 
on his visits to this side. 

Pierpont Morgan , ‘tt 
Was the Lion. 

No royalty has ever been sought after 
with such eagerness as J. Pierpont Morgan 
has been by the very biggest people, but 
except in few instances he has declined al! 
hospitalities because business absorbs his 
time so much that he cannot indulge in 
social relaxations. He dined with Lord 
Rothschild on Monday and, as a matter of 
duty, religiously attended all entertain- 
ments for the New York chamber, but he 
was resolute against being lionized by the 
social crowd. 

Mr. Morgan owns the beautiful suburban 
residence, Dover Lodge, in Roe Hampton, 
at the edge of Putney Heath. Here, Satur- 
day night, he entertained a small party, 1n- 
cluding Lord Alfred Milner, who rivals him 
as the most desired guest in London s0- 
ciety at the moment, but who, like him, 
keeps aloof from society. Clinton Dawkins, 
junior partner of Morgan’s London house, 
succeeded Lord Milner as financial adviser 
of the Khedive of Egypt. They are also old 
college chums. Lord Roberts was also sat 
| Mr. Morgan's Saturday party in addition 
to Pierpont Morgan, Jr., Mrs, Morgan, Sr., 
and Jr., and Miss Morgan. 

Andrew Carnegie confined himself alto- 
gether to the chamber of commerce hospi- 
talities during the week, taking a consid- 
erable section of the delegation back with 
him to Skibo Castle for a short visit. His 
absence from the reception of the King at 
Windsor was particularly noted. It was at- 
tributed, rightly or wrongly, to his demo- 
cratic feeling. Indeed, the King asked for 
Mr. Carnegie, in the belief that he was with 
the delegation. 

Concerning the suit to set aside the sale 
to him of the Skibo estate, Mr. Carnegie 


says: 

‘It does not affect me at all. The mort- 
gagees from whom TI bought are advised 
that there is nothing in it.” 

The estate was purchased in Mr. and Mrs. 
Carnegie's joint name in 1896 for £85,000, 
and since then more than that amount has 
been expended on it without Mr. Suther- 
land, the former owner, ever suggesting 
any objection. 

Royal Affability 
Charmed Mr. Bliss. 


Ex-Secretary. Bliss is staying at Cla- 
ridge’s with his daughter. They return to- 
day on the St. Paul. He said to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent that he greatly re- 
gretted going back, but his arrangements 
admitted of no alteration. He said he had 
enjoyed his stay immensely. He was “‘es- 
pecially pleased by the reception at Wind- 
sor,”’ saying: 

“Every sort of formality was dispensed 
with by the King and Queen, who received 
us just as any private friends would. This 
seems natural enough to us Americans, but 
I can understand what a compliment it Is 
from the point of view of monarchial peo- 
ple. We appreciate it deeply. The Queen 
was charming, while the King moved about 
among us with a kindly welcoming word 
for all.” 

John T. Terry was especially welcomed 
by the King, who formed his acquaintance 
at the great ball given in his honor in New 
York in 1860. The King said he had always 
retained a pleasant recollection of his visit 
to the United States. Mr. Terry has been 
kept busy attending the chamber of com- 
merce hosplitalities. 

Levi P. Morton, who must now take great 
care of himself, is staying at Woodlea with 
his son-in-law, third secretary of the Amer- 
ican embassy.

Ordinarily the capture of a danger- 
ous eharacter calms the public mind and 
people breathe freer, in this instance the 
general opinion is that Jimmie, pirate as 
he undoubtedly is, should not be confined 
in jafl, at least not in a jail where his as- 
sociates are 3 or more depraved negro 
evil-doers. It is feared that the companion- 
ship of the darkeys may, contaminate the 
mind of the pirate, who is no mean thief, 


with a charge of petit larceny oppinst him, 
but who, at this writing, has high ideals 
in his peculiar field of endeavor. Jimmie’s 
make-up embodies elements out of which 
heroes like Hobson are made. 

Jimmie has run away out to sea all alone 
with one steam vessel, was about to take 
another craft on a voyage, all by his lone- 
some, and was on the point of showing 
what could be done with a trolley car when 
he was checked by the law.

“It fl be noticed that the decade he- 
tween and 1890 saw. the number of fac- 
tories and the business thereof increase in 
much greater ratio than it did from 1890 to 
1900. he reasons for this are apparent to 
those interested in the manufacturing busi- 
mess, The — amount in production was 
mot so much greater in increase between 
1880 and 1890 as the gross decrease in the 
values of the articles produced. 

“The organization of giant industries pre- 
vented many independent factvries from 
etarting into business, and, while the 
amount produced increased, the amwunt of 
net profit decreased. The margin cf profit 
in e ordinary factory is very small and 
only by a greater amount of production can 
factories = maintained. * * * New St. 
Louis, from a emeetncturing standpvint: 
What can we do to make the increase from 
1900 to 1910 in the same ratio that it’ was 
from 1880 to 1890? The margin of profit 
being smaller the volume of business must 
be increased, because the terrific struggle 
to get business in large volumes increases 
more rapidly year by year.

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THE FENDER QUESTION ACUTE 


The fender question seems to be coming to a head. The 
arguments repeated for years by the Post-Dispatch have 
been so luridly illustrated by the facts of the past twelve 
months, so conclusively confirmed by the slaughter of the 
innocents that the municipal authorities are at last moved to 
action.

From the roast chicken served the day 
before, enough may be cut to make tho 
principal breakfast dish.

It is served on slices of dry 
oast. 

Hashed brown potatoes are prepared as 
once before described, and the usual quart 
will be required, costing 4% cents.

Since the success of Liza Lehmann’s 
“Persian Garden’’ there has been a great 
demand for ‘song cycles’’ or short can- 


tatas for mixed quartet with piano accom- 
paniment. The. John Church Co. of Cinctn- 
nati has just ety gem a work of this 
genre which should certainly have a wide 
vogue, as it is not only a most scholarly 
composition, but the words are very beau- 
tiful and the setting extremely melodious 
and taking. It is the work of one of our 
best local composers, Mr. W. H. Pommer, 
the president of the State Music Teachers 
Association, and the words are taken from 
the pastoral songs of the Elizabethan 
poets, which has suggested the title of ‘‘Cu- 
pid in Arcady.”” Arcady—that dainty land 
of tuneful shepherds and coy shepherd- 
esses, which blessomed so richly in the 
vivid imaginations of the poets of the six- 
teenth century—that land where Tasso was 
at home with his ‘“Aminta’’—where the 
“Pastor Fido” sang his touching lays and 
which the courtly Sir Philip Sydney de- 
scribed in his best-known work. Mr. Pom- 
mer in his music has kept throughout the 
pastoral character indicated by the words 
which gives a tone of charming simplicity, 
though not preventing him from scoring 
many strong and striking effects. But the 
work is especially distinguished by dainty 
turns of melody and delicate nuances in the 
harmonization. 

This cantata onsong cycle was given from 
the manuscript eet year by the Rubinstein 
Club, and scored a success. At begins with 
a melancholy solo for tenor, ‘“The Mad Shep. 
nerd’s Song as a Prologue.”’ 

“Come, shepherd swains that want to hear 
me sing;

As the sad strains die away a jovial dance 
rhythm breaks in, and a catchy quartct

OLD KENTUCKY OIL WELLS 


Capitalists Are Sinking Where Old 
Plants Were Made and a Rush 
s Is Setting In. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., June 8.—Kentucky’s 
oll boom has been launched and thousands 
of capital is centering in the oil regions. 


The first oll was struck in Wayne County 
in the year 1828 by Martin Beatty, who 
was dri ing for salt water with a spring 
pole near the mouth of Troublesome creek, 
on the Big South Fork of the Cumberland 
river. At a Genre of 170 feet he struck a 
dark fluid which at once earned the name 
of ‘‘devil’s tar,”” because it ruined the salt 
well. Beatty drilled another well and made 
salt. He afterwards served a term in Con- 
gress and secured an appropriation for a 
road to his salt works 

“oy 


Some few barrels of this oil, 
tar,”’ as it was then known, was raf 
down the Cumberland and poromeee riv- 
ers and shipped to Liverpool, England. The 
well began to spout of] when the drillers 
abandoned it, and thousands .of barrels 
flowed in the Big South Fork. By some 
means the oil ignited and the surface of 
the stream became a flaming furnace. The 
fire swept down the river for miles. Trees 
were charred and rocks blackened and 
cracked. The next strike was made in 
1867 on the Huffaker farm, near S)tckford. 
The men were also drilling for salt water, 
and at a depth of 160 feet struck a hea 
fiow of oll, which ran off in the cree 
and spoiled all the geese and caused Huf- 
faker several lawsults. 

About wells have been drilled in 
Wayne County that te all the way 
from one barrel to 100 barrels per day. The 
oll is a dark green, from 38 to 42 gravity 
and is very fine. It is found anywhere from 
160 to 1200 feet and the sand varies from 
28 to 42 feet in depth. In 1890 A. H. Hovey, 
within a few miles of the Huffaker weil 
on the Brown farm, at Slickford, from 
three wells, produced 2200 barrels in fifty- 
one days, but as there was no market for 
the oil, the wells were shut down. These 
wélls vary from 250 to 30 feet in depth. 
the sand from 32 to 38: feet. A number of 
wells were also drilled on the Shearer farm. 
at Gap creek, at the same time. Three 
of them were good producers, but they were 
also shut down, and since have been flood- 
ed and ruined.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—One of the most 
unique hotels to be found anywhere in 
America is on Third street northwest, a 
short distance from Pennsylvania avenue. 
The Beveridge House, as the hostelry is 
known, is probably the only hotel in the 
world patronized exclusively by Indians. 
For nearly 40 years it has been the stop- 
ping place for practically all Indians com- 
ing to Washington. In every tepee and In- 
dian cabin throughout the West stories of 
its luxuries have been told, and every In- 
dian hopes some day to be a guest within 


its doors. 
Benjamin F. Beveridge is the present 
landlord of the hotel. The business was 


founded by his mother, who many years 
ago was proprietor of the Washington 
House, now the’ Vendome, at Third street 
and Pennsylvania avenue. Along in the 
early sixties the purchase of their lands 
by the government brought the Indians 
to Washington in large numbers. They fell 
0 easy a prey to unscrupulous persons 
that the government officials by degrees 
ot in the way of sending them to Mrs. 
Beveridge's Hotel, where it was known 
would receive fair treatment. Mrs. 
Beveridge's son, the present landlord, lived 
in a three-story brick house, 234 Third 
street, and when there were more Indians 
than the hotel on the corner could accom- 
modate he took in the overflow. Mrs. Bev- 
eridge in time ceased to manage the affairs 
of the Washington House and from that 
day to this all Indians have come to the 
residence of the son. 

The business of catering to the wants of 
Indians is evidently a profitable one, for 
Landlord Beveridge has grown fat and 
prosperous-looking. His Imdian guests re- 
gard him with much reverence. In token 
of their esteem they frequently bring him 
little presents, and while they are in the 
city the advice of the landlord as to meth- 
ods of conduct and means of entertainment 
is accepted in preference to that of the 
agent or the Indian commissioner himsclf. 
Mr. Beveridge has made a profound study 
of the appetites of Indians, and he not only 
knows ‘n a geenral way what the red man 
likes to eat, but he knows the peculiar 
tastes of each tribe, the things they like 
best, and the manner in which the cooking 
should be done. 

The Indian 
a Good Feeder. 

An Indian, Mr. Beveridge declares, will 
eat as much as two ordinary white mén. 
He wants meat principally, and plenty otf 
it. As a general thing, the Indian doesn’t 
care for delicacies, but icecream is a strong 
favorite with him, and it doesn’t matter 
whether the frozen sweet is served with 
breakfast or with dinner. Many of them 
ate it for the first time at thee Beveridge, 
and those who have already been initiated 
into its mysteries consider it great sport to 
watch the uninitiated attempt to swallow 
his first spoonful. When the dessert is 
served all eyes are fixed on the Indian who 
is away from home for the first time. If he 
betrays the least surprise when he discov- 
ers how cold its the harmless-looking white 
dish, the others ‘‘guy’’ him unmercifully.

SALES AMOUNTED TO MILLIONS 


| Review of Week—Auctions and Spe- 
cial Sales—Agents’ Reports—Lead- 
ing Transfers of the Week. 


Last week was the busiest one that real 
estate agents have known for years, and 
the volume of transactions has not heen 
surpassed in any other week since 1892. The 
Mercantile Trust Co. alone had_ sales 
amounting to about $1,250,000. Their most 
important transaction was the sale ot the 
site of the Century building, from John W.

000. Mr. Kauffman leased the corner in 
ctober, 1891, to M. T. Taylor, Charies Sut- 
ter and others, who formed the Central 
Realty Co., the predecessor of the Century 
Building Co., the present lessee. An ef- 
fort was made, without success, at that 
time. to erect a building to be known as 
the Colonnade. On June 2, 1893, a iease 
was made by Mr. Kauffman to the Cen- 
tral Realty and Improvement Co. for 99 
ears, at $35,000 a year rental. A bond for 

00,000 was given and the office and tne- 
ater building construction was begun. This 
lease was subsequently sold by the Cen- 
tral oy. ae 4 to the Century Building Co. 
for $150,000. 


r. Kauffman secured the rent 
from the ground while the Century com- 
pany collected the rent from the building, 
and will continue to do so for the 9% 
years remaining under the lease. 
It will be seen that the new company gets 
per cent net on fts investment, which in- 
cates that capital in St. Louis is almost 
begging for investment.

LONDON, June 8—Two grave military 
scandals are being smothered just now by 
the British War Office. 

Five officers and several privates of an 
irregular corps employed in South Africa 
are undergoing penal servitude for it in 
Portiand and Lewes jails for traitorously 
assisting the Boers to smuggle ammunition 
through the British lines. They were sen- 
tenced to be shot, but Gen. Roberts com- 
muted the sentences.

FURNISH 133,000 HORSEPOWER 


Workmen Risked Their Lives on the 
Great Cylinder, but Were 
Not Jostled.

NEW YORK, June 8§.—With the ease and 
grace of a yacht, a 1000-ton tunnel, the 
biggest of the kind ever bullt in this coun- 
try, was launched at Lewis Nixon’s ship 
yard at Elizabethport, N. J., today.

JURYMEN HAVE JACKSON CASE 


Defendant Is Charged With Attempt- 
ing to Cast an Illegal Vote at 
Municipal Election, 


The trial of James Jackson, a negro, con- 
sumed all of yesterday in Judge Wood's dil- 


vision of the Criminal Court. 

Jackson was charged, under the Nesbit 
law, with having attempied to cast a 
fraudulent vote at the April election. He 
is president of the Sam B. Cook Negro 
Democratic Club of the Fifteenth ward, 
and was appointed as a deputy marshal Ly 
City. Marshal Scullin. 

It is alleged that on April 2 he entered 
the Eleventh precinct of the Fifteenth ward 
and attempted to vote under the name of 
Littleton Walker. 

Walker had voted in the morning and a 
Republican challenger protested against 
the vote being cast and caused Jackson's 
arrest. 

Witnesses for the state testified that 
Jackson was the man who attempted to 
cast the vote, but witnesses for the defense 
testified that he was not. 

The case was given to the jury at 4

DEALING WITH HALF NOW 


The Explanation Is That the Whole 
System Will Be Changed to 
Electric Lines. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

LONDON, June 8.—Charles J. Yerkes’ 
scheme for electrifying the underground 
railway is now fairly under way. To the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent today he said: 
“I expect that in two years the new sys- 
tem will be in working order. The time wil! 
be occupied chiefly in providing a plant and 
machinery. The transforming of the line 
itself could be done in six months. At 
present we are dealing only with one-haif 
of the underground circle, that from Earis 
Court to Aldgate. The other half belongs 
to the Metropolitan Railway, whose board 
so far has not come to terms with the dis- 
trict cmpany. 

Asked whether he expects to secure the 
Metropolitan and so get control of the 
complete circle he replied: 

“I expect ne but hope an arrange- 

ment may be possiblie."’ 
Asked what would be done with the steam 
trains of other companies having running 
owers over the district railway after the 
ntroduction of electricity he replied: 

“The Southwestern have undertaken to 
use electric engines where they join our 
system.” 

“This leaves the London Northwestern 
and the Metropolitan using steam engines. 
‘Yes, so far as we know at present. 
“Have you any other London tube 
schemes in view?’ 

“Well. I propose to get along with this 
one first ’’ 

‘“‘Are you concerned in the tube from the 
Bank of England to Piccadilly?” 

“No; I see it stated that Mr. J. P. Mor- 
_ of New York is concerned in that, but 
know nothing about it.’’ 

“Do you propose to extend your opera- 
tions ‘to Paris?" 

‘“‘No; no French for me.” 

“Is it true you are about to sell the Chi- 
cago Inter-Ocean?’’ 

‘There is no truth fn that.’’ 

“Have you heard of J. Pierpont Morgan's 
great Anglo-American banking consolida- 
tion scheme?” 

“Mr. Morgan is a great man and will 
carry through anything he undertakes, but 
I never speak about other men’s affairs, 
even if I know about them. It appears to 
be just such a scheme, however, as Mr. 
Morgan might be interested in.”’

At the Fair Grounds race track he made

was being pictured, 

The silhouette artist did not desire to at- 
tract attention. He kept his paper and 
ecissors in his pocket until he had had a 
good look at his subject. Then he would 
burry down into the basement under the 
grandstand and use the scissors. He had 
never before seen any of the men whose 
portraits he made.

] FOUND out that I could make ailhou- 


J OSERPH W. CONSELMAN, a native of 


ettes 12 years ago when I was 17 years 

old. I was a clerk, employed in a gro- 
cery store run by my uncle, in Indianapolis. 
When I had spare time I used to make pen- 
cil sketches of customers. I had always 
liked to Graw, though I had never taken 
any lessonas. 

My sketches attracted attention and I be- 
gan making them on a larger scale, with 
crayons. Many of those whose pictures i 
drew ordered copies and in this way 1 in- 
creased my spending money. 

One day when @ was cutting out one of 
the pictures to mount it on cardboard the 
thdught struck me that if I were to use 
the scissors in the first place without first 
marking the outline with a pencil I would 
savé time and material. 

T had never heard of a silhouette and did 
not know that the making of such portraits 
was considered a lost art. 

It was tedious work at first, but somehow 
IT got so that I saw everybody's face as 
though it were black and projected against 
a white screen. I could see nothing but the 
outlines. 

Gradually I forgot how to draw. Now I 
cannot use a pencil. One art has crowded 
the other out. 

You have seen these queer black saiitieiea 
called illusions. After looking at them for 
you turn 
your eyes toward a dark corner of the 
room and see a portrait plainly outlined 
egainet the wali. Sometimes you can see it 
if you shut your eyes. 

That is just the way a face acts on my 
mind. After a I look at the profile a few 
minutes I can see it wherever I go.’ Often 
the impression remains for hours and 1 
have made portraits a week after seeing the 
original. ; 

A asilhouettist has many. difficulties to 
contend with. He-cannot show the play of 
light and shade on a face. He loses all of 
the lines, wrinkles and inequality which go 
to give individuality. But after all he does 
not miss so many of the features which de- 
note character as might be supposed. 

You may ask how he can get the expres- 
sion of the eyes. 

Watch profiles closely and you will see 
that on no two persona does the eyelash 
project at exactly the same angle. On one 
it pofmnts: upward, on another it droops 
downward and on a third projects straight 
a : 

Here is an index to the character that is 
in the eye. On the finished silhouette por- 
trait thé Jash is only a thin black line, but 
it adds greatly to the likeness. 

The effect of a stubby, a drooping or a 
curled mustache can be shown infalliby in 
@ silhouette picture. Bo can the set of the 
lips, the poise of the chin and the contour 
to the top and back of the head. 

These are details, points which can be 
Piayed on to make a likeness. But a like- 
pete he not. a portrait. 


How can the silhouette cutter, with all of 
his limitations, with nothing but shadow to 
model after, make his work a portrait? 

How can he put into it the character of 
the sitter? 

As I see faces, the seat of character is in 


the curve at the top,of the nose between | 


the eyes and just below the brow. This 
curve is never the same in two individuals. 
In any one instance it mav be said to be 
characteristic. In viewing a face my eyes 
always rest first on this curve. Then I fol- 
low the outline downward until I have 


formed a mental picture of the face from | 


brow to chin. Next'I ‘note the curve of the 
forehead and the general shape of the head, 
Last of all I turn my attention to the style 
of the collar and necktie. Another glance 
at that curve at the ridge of the nose and 
I am ready to make my portrait. 

The model may go out and walk around 
the block for all I care. I have no further 
use for him. 

The material which I use to make my pic- 
tures is thin black paper, gummed on one 
side. Before cutting I double the paper. The 
result is that when I am through with the 
scissors I have two portraits, one facing to 
the right and the other to the left.

HE profile portrait is of great value in 

T identifying criminals of every class. 

It conveys much information bear- 

ing on the character of the individual. Most 

of this knowledge could not be gained by 
looking at the front face view. 

Bertillon recognized this when he Invented 
his great system of identification. 

In making pictures for the St. Louis po- 
lice department we pay especial attention to 
the side view. In a large percentage ot 
cases the likeness is found to be greater 
in the profile picture than in the full face 
taken at the same time. 

In one sense even the front view as we 
use it is a profile, or rather a combination 
of two profiles showing the outlines of the 
sides of the face. 

The points which are determined by’ the 
profile portrait are, first, the curve at the 
ridge of the nose the angle at the base of 
the nose and the curve at its root. The nore 
is a great index to character. On the card 
accompanying the photograph the nose is 
also generally described, as to its length, 
prominence and width. 

The character of the forehead is also de- 
termined from the profile portrait. It may 
be receding or bulging, high or low, broad 
or narrow. 

What Is gained from the front face are 
also profile data. They show the curve of 
the ears and the general outlines of the 
sides of the faoe. 

Yor identification outlines are all-import- 
anf. The remainnder of the measurements 
and points of description cover marks scars 
or accidental peculiarities which distin- 
guish. the individual. They are valuable as 
supplementing the outline description. 


HISTORY OF THE SILHOUETTE, 


UTLINE portraits in black were in- 
() vented by Mme. Pompadour, favor- 
ite of Louis XV of France; They 

were made by tracing over a shadow of the 
subject thrown on a screen by a lamp. For 
a time,they were fashionable but the ease 


with which they could be madeeeaused they | 


to become common and they fell into dis- 
repute, When they had reached this stage 
they were named silhouettes after Mons. 
de Silhouette, then minister of finance 
of France who was s0 parsimonious that his 
nam{ was associated with everything that 
was considered cheap and shabby. 

The cutting of profile portraits without 
the ald of a shadow was not regarded as an 
art until early in the nineteenth century, 
when James Hubard, an English boy, made 
a tour of the United States. He made por- 
traits of Washington, Lafayette and many 
other celebrated men. Before leaving Great 
ritain he was made a member of the 
Philosophic Society at Glasgow and pre- 
sented with a silver palette which is now 
in the possession of Mrs. vane J. Lloyd ofr 
Lynchburg, Va.

WELVE THOUSAND persons are pro- 
fessionally engaged at fishing on the 
Mississippi river and its tributaries. 

Sm @ year they take fishes, turtles, mussels 
and frogs worth $2,000,000. They own boats, 
meta, seines, lines and traps worth another 
twe million dollars. 

Unlike the salmon fishers of the Columbia 
Fiver, who deal only with ealmon, and the 
sod fishers of the Newfoundland Banks, 
avho catch only cod, these fisher folk of the 
lississippi and its tributaries take 30 kinds 
of fishes. Their nets bring up a greater 
variety of aquatic life than any other nets 
in the world. 

For instance, it is possible for a fisher- 
Man to raise a net in the Mississippi at 
St. Louis and find in it a black bass, a buf- 
falo fish, a carp, a catfish, a croppie, a 


German carp, a dog fish, a drum or sheep- 
head or silver perch, an eel, a hickory shad, 
@ moon-eye, a paddle fish, a pike or pick- 


' @rel, a rock bass, a sauger or sand pike, a 


shad, a lake sturgeon, a shovel-nosed stur- 
feon, a sucker, a sunfish, a wall-eyed 
pike, a white bass, a yellow perch, 
@ turtle, a shrimp, a frog and»several other 
little fishes without market value. 

The gentleman of the rubber boot and iron 
wrist would probably faint did he make 
But it is possi- 
bie, for every one of these fishes and ba- 
trachians noses the bridge piers at St. 
Louis every day. 

The last annual report of the United 
States Fish Commissioner contains these 
interesting facts: 

The Mississippi river proper yielded the 
most fishes, a year’s catch being worth 
$827,014 as far as the Fish Commissioner 
could secure the figures. It is reasonable 
to suppose that he fails to learn anything 
of possibly a third part of the fishes taken, 
for there are so many isolated places and 
so many fishermen who sell their catches 
in other places than the regular markets. 


. Bo that it is not unreasonable to say 


that the professional! fishers of the Missis- 
sippi river proper take in a year fishes 
worth more-than $1,200,000. The amateur 
has no place in these statistics, though he 
outnumbers the professional] fistermen as 
the clovers outnumber the bumble bees. 
And the amateur catches fishes, too, the 
@ggregate of it all being something enor- 
gous. 

The Illinois river, short as it is, but the 
Paradise of the fishes and fishers, ranks 
second to the Mississippi. Ohio ranks third 
and the St. Francis fourth. The Cumber- 
land is last. 

The fish most caught is the buffalo. In the 
pear 1899 the fishers of the Mississippi and 
all its tributaries sold in the markets buf- 
faloes weighing 14,215,975 pounds and worth 
6849,913. The catfish ranks second, with 7,- 


. 648,179 pounds and a value of $339,800. The 


German carp is third with 289,258, and, in 
the years that have: elapsed since these 
etatistics were computed, has almost cer- 
tainly moved up to first place, the in-

The Mississippi river yielded in the year 
504,000 pounds of mussel shells, worth 
6207,187. These are taken above St. Louis 
for the pearl button factories. 

The Fish Commissioner’s figures show 
the Mississippi river to excel in buffalo, 
American carp, the drum or sheephead, eel, 
paddie fish. vike. rock bass. sand pike, 
lake and shovel-nosed sturgeon, sucker, 
alligator and caviar, this 'aiter the spawn 
ef fishes. 

The Illinois river excels in German carp, 
eatfiish, dogfish, sunfish, white bass and 
turtles. The yield of turtles from this 
river is one of the features of the statistics 
gathered by the Fish Commissioner.

The Ohio river, like the Missouri, excels 
in no single variety of fish. It is second 
in catfish, yielding 723,449 pounds in 1899 
against 976,845 pounds for the Illinois river, 
the chosen home for the catfish. The Wa- 
bash river has also more catfish than any 
other variety. The Cumberland river has 
more drums, or sheepheads, than any >ther 
fish, and yields almost an equal quantity of 
buffalo and catfish. The catfish predomi- 
nates in the Tennessee river, closely fol- 
lowed by the drum. The buffalo predomi- 
‘nates in the Yazoo, and is numerous in 
the St. Francis. The German carp out- 
numbers all other fishes in the Red river, 
the yield there in 1899 being 453,060 pounds, 
the buffalo yielding 495,950 pounds. The cat- 
fish excels by a narrow margin over the 
buffalo in the White river. 

The S8t. Francis river excels in frogs. 
The figures of the frog industry upon this 
river are quite astounding. They give the 
total catch for the year at 243,164 pounds, 
worth $30,819. It will astonish the fishers 
of the Illinois river, who catch more cat- 
fish than any other stream’s fishers, to 
learn that the value of their catfish catch 
in 1899 only exceeded by $5000 the value of 
the trog catch on the St. Francis. It would 
interest the Illinois river people to know 
in what myriads the green choristers of 
the bayous exist down there. 

That seldom-disputed bit of philosophy 
that a new sucker is born every second is 
hardly supported by the statistics of the 
Fish Commissioner. The sucker is still 
numerous, but they are catching him fast, 
and he is not anything like so numerous 
as he was in former years. The total catch 
for the Mississippi valley in 1899 was 1,187,- 
591 pounds, worth $40,340. 

The report of the Fish Commissioner em- 
pbasizes these things: 

The waters of the upver valley have 
more fishes and more fishers than those of 
the lower valley. 

The slow rivers have more fishes thau 
the swift rivers. This is proved by the 
statistics from the Illinois and Missouri 
rivers. The Illinois is the slowest river in 
the valley: yet it has more fishes for its 
length thaA any other river., having more 
of one kind than all the other rivers in 
the valley combined, The Missouri is the 
swiftest river; it has the least fishes—seem- 
ingly the least variety. 

The German carp, despised as he has been 
and still is, is the coming food fish of the 
valley. He multiplies faster than any other 
fish, and is the hardiest of fresh water 
fishes. Coarse eating as he is, he sells at 
scarcely less than the buffalo, the best cf 
the coarse fishes, and in many markets 
brings even as much. 

Fishing is a big industry on the Missis- 
sippi and its tributaries, and will always be. 
The Fish Commissioner, though unable to 
get a complete census in these things, has 
still been able to find 11,218 persons pro- 
fessionally employed at fishing in these 
rivers; 7059 of these on the Mississippi 
proper, 1102 on the Ohio, 1017 on the Illinois, 
820 on the Missouri and its tributaries, 346 
on the S&. Francis, 232 on the Wa- 
bash, 180 on the Tennessee, 150 on the Yazoo, 
127 on the Red river, 98 on the Cumberland 
and 92 on the White river. 

There are 7817 boats in the industry, worth 
$164,247. The Mississippi has 4033, the Ohio 
1095, the Illinois 698, the Missouri 686, the 
St. Francis 842, the Wabash 231, the Red 
river 171, the Yazoo 109, the Tennessee 235, 
the White 124 and the Cumberland 9%. 

There are hand and set lines worth $15,- 
680. The Mississippi and Ohio have more of 
this line fishing than any of the rivers. The 
Illinois has the least. 

There are crowfoot grapples, rakes, forks 


and dredges worth $10,393 on the Mississippi 
river alone. There are seins worth $72,241. 
The Mississippi has the most—5ll; the Ohio 
has 180, the Illinois 140, and the Missouri 121. 

There are 35,036 Fyke or hoop nets, worth 
$180,514. The Mississippi has the most of 
these—16,119. The Illinois follows with 7421. 
Almost all “the fishing in the Illinois river 
is done with these hoop nets. They are 
made by the fishers themselves, being knit 
with stout fishing line and drenched in tar. 
At such fishing stations as Grafton, IIL, 


at the foot of the Illinois river, one may 
see these nets stretched upon the river 
shore in continuous line for a mile. They 
are set in the stream with the large and 
open end always down stream. A float 
indicates the location of the net, and it is 
raised either every day or every other day. 
The Illinois river has also the greatest num- 


ber of gill nets, of which the Fish Commis- | 


sioner’s enumerator found but 18, 1 of 
these on the Illinois. 

Inasmuch as every amateur fisherman is 
interested in the black bass and the crap- 
pie, these figures of catches of these fishes 
in the year 1899 will be interesting: 

The Mississippi yielded 275,073 pounds of 
black bass, worth $17,122; and 480,348 pounds 
of crappie, worth §21,203. The Missouri 
yielded: Of black bass, 3970 pounds; of 
crappie, 10,837 pounds. The Illinois: Of 
bass, 104,589 pounds: of crappie, 976,845 
pounds. The Ohio: Of bass. 11,119 pounds; 
of crappie, 7907 pounds. The Wabash: Of 
bass, 7413 pounds; of crappie, 1972. The 
Cumberland: Of bass, 7553; of crappie, 669. 
The Tennesse: Of bass, 10,972; of crappie, 
80 pounds. The St. Francis: Of bass, 607,- 
200; of crappie. 483.200. The Yazoo: Of 
bass, 1600; of crappie, 2060. The Red river: 
Of bass, 6300; of crappie, 7790. The White 
river: Of bass, 12,575; of crappie, 28,576. 

Of the other bass the Illinois river yielded 
the most white bass, 109,933 pounds, and 
the Mississippi! the most rock bass, 60,900 
pounds, closely followed by the Illinois, 43,- 
074 pounds. The St. Francis gave 20,320 
pounds. 

The Mississippi yielded 275,073 pounds of 
shrimp traps. It has 5276 of them, worth 
$987. It is also the home of the trammel 
net, having 355 of these, wurth $8200. The 
Illinois has but 44, the St. Francis 62 and 
the Missouri 56. The Ohio has none. 

The Mississippi stands alone in the alli- 
gator hide column. It yielded 37530 hides 
in the year, their value being $938. 

The pound net ts confined to two rivers, 
the Mississippi and the St. Francis. Their 
respective holdings in these are 62 nets, 
worth $2660, and 24 nets, worth $1700. 

The Tennessee river is the home of the 
hickory shad. Its yield in shad for the 
year was 165,065 pounds, worth $828. Ac- 
cording to these figures the fishers of the 
Tennessee river sold their shad for a lLit- 
tle more than 6 cents a pound. The shad 
is supposed to be the poorest fish we pre- 


tend at all to eat. It is even less desirable 
than the carp, for, while the taste is better, 
it has more bones than the carp—more than 
any other fish, for that matter. 

The figures of the Fish Commissioner 
show the 94,713,402 pounds of fishes taken 
from the waters of the Mississippi and its 
tributaries in 1899 th have brought in the 
market $1,771,812. Upon the proportion of 
four dependents to each acive worker, the 
fishing of these rivers affords a livelihood 
for 60,000 persons. 

Where do the fishes go? Who eats the 
coarse fishes, such as the carp and the 
hickory shad? Who ate those 93,905 pounds 
of eels, and those 811,000 pounds of dogfish? 

The fisherman knows. The coarse fish are 
in even greater demand than he can sup- 
ply. The poorer classes of Philadelphia take 
the most of the carp and dogfish caught in 
the Illinois river. Chicago, New York, 
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Cleveland, Boston and Baltimore buy 
great quantities of them. The sea gives 
these cities nothing that will take the 
place of the fresh water fishes from the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. All the Hast 
eats Illinois river turtles, St. Louis con- 
sumes great quantities of all kinds of fresh 
water fishes. The people who catch them 
make good earnings when they work. And 
the greater part of them do work like 
beavers, having long hours and laborious 
toil, exposure to weather and many mis- 
fortunes. Steamboats carry the nets away. 
Floats are lost. Game and fish wardens 
confiscate the illegal seins and traps, and 
thieves plunder the outfits. There is much 
that is hard and harsh in the lives of these 
fisher folk of the great Father of Waters 
and the rivers that pay it tribute, but 
they are a sturdy people little caring, and 
vear in and year out they knit the nets

The Nomad of the net and line is disap- 
pearing from the river. He cannot roll 
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and gather moss as of old. More people 
have come to stretch their nets and drop 
their lines, and if he is to succeed the 
fisherman must pick out the place for his 
own work and cleave unto it as others 
will cleave to his exclusion when he at- 


tempts to migrate and fish in a fresh field. 
The rivers are not crowded, but they are 
closely fished from source to mouth, the 
profits to the industrious being such no 
good stretch of water is permitted toe go 
unfished. 


ST. LOUIS 


T. LOUIS has played an important part 
in a number of the labor controver- 
sies that have recently been in prog- 

ress. The national headquarters of the 
Building Trades Council is located here and 
this makes St. Louis a pivotal point when- 
ever there are differences between employ- 
ers and employes in the lines of trade which 
their organization governs. 

The strength of the machinists and met- 
al workers’ organizations in St. Louis made 
the local workers a power during the recent 
agitation in favor of better hours among 
workers in those callings. 

St. Louis, too, is the national headquar- 
.ers of the Order of Railroad Telegra- 
phers, one of the strongest organizations of 
workers in the world, and of the Musicians’ 
Mutual Benevolent Association, which is or- 
ganized in every state. 

The national headquarters of great trade 
unions are nearly all in the West, as this 
Bakers and Confectioners, 
Cleveland; Barbers, Cleveland; Bicycle 
Workers, Toledo; Boilermakers, Kansas 
City; Upholsterers, Chicago; Printers, in- 
dianapolis; Tobacco Workers, Louisville; 
Tallors, Bloomington, lll.; Stage Employes, 
Chicago; Cigar Makers, Chicago; Painters 
and Decorators, Lafayette, Ind.; Steel and 
Wire Workers, Pittsburg; Brewery Work- 
ers, Cincinnati; Horseshoers, Denver. 

There is in St. Louis also a branch of the 
headquarters of the American Federation 
of Labor, with which nearly all of these or- 
ganizations are affiliated. The American 
Federation of Labor was made up originai- 
ly of members of the Knights of Labor and 
the Amalgamated Labor Union. These bod- 
ies called a convention, which met at Terre 
Haute, Ind., in August, 1881, for the purpose 
of supplanting the Knights of Labor with 
anew secret order. The convention did not 
succeed in the work which had been 
planned for it, and another call was issued 
for a convention, to be held at Pittsburg in 
November, 1881. At this convention 107 dele- 
gates were present, representing 262,000 
workmen. At that meeting a permanent 
organization was effected under the name 
Federation of Organized Trades and Labor 
Unions of the United States and Canada. 
The present name was adopted at the meet- 
ing held at Columbus, O., in December, 1836. 

Every trade has its unions in the impor- 
tant towns of the country, and-men who &Tre 
members of these unions pay monthly dues 
which range from 40 cents to % cents. Be- 
ing members of the union, they receive all 
the benefits of the organization. These in- 
clude the right to vote on all affairs that 
come up for discussion at the meetings and 
having their grievances taken care of. All 
questions as to wages, hours of work, etc., 
are placed in the hands of men employed 
for the purpose of having them settled and 
adjusted. In case of removal from one city 
to anotier the member in good standing re- 
ceives & card which he presents to the fore- 
man of a job In the town where he wishes 
to obtain employment, and this card is 
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A UNION 


accepted member of the union, and as such 
is entitled to the protection and the con- 
sideration of unions beyond the jurisdiction 
of his own organization. In case of the 
death of a member burial expenses are pro- 
vided by the union, usually to the amount 
of $125. If only a part of this amount is 
expended the balance may be turned over 
to the heirs. 

When locked out or on strike the member 
receives strike pay, which is usually suf- 
ficient to keep him from actual want. There 
are various ways of collecting strike pay. 
In some instances the local organization 
pays its members a certain amount until 
the funds are exhausted, when a demand 
is made on the national organization. In 
other cases, where the local unions have no 
reserve fund, because all their money is 
turned in at once to the national body, the 
strike pay is drawn from the national head- 
quarters. In order that the parent organ- 
ization may be supplied with funds the 
unions pay a per capita tax of from 6 to 
10 cents. The membership of the unions 
cannot, however, be computed from the re- 
turns made by these payments, because in 
many instances returns are made only for 
members in good standing; that is, the tax 
is paid only for such members as have paid 
up to date, and as the delinquent list in 
some unions is often large the membership 
may safely be counted as one-quarter in 
excess of the returns made to the national 
organization. A union may have a mem- 
bership of 600, and if only 400 have paid up, 
returns for only 400 will be made to the na- 
tional organization, 

The national and international unions owe 
obligations to the American Federation of 
Labor, and are compelled to pay an annual 
per capita tax of 5 mills to that organiza- 
tion. In return for this the national fed- 
eration gives financial support to strikers 
and locked-out men in cases where there 
is a shortage of funds, and in instances 
where the movement of the strikers has re- 
ceived the indorsement of the federation. 
When the federation must come to the res- 
cue it contributes 2 cents a week for every 
member for a term not exceeding five 
weeks. The American Federation of Labor 
having at present a membership of more 
than 1,500,000, this 2-cent contribution makes 
a respectable sum. 

The trades unions are always anxious to 
get good men as members, but they place 
obstacles in the way of ‘‘floaters’’—the men 
who belong to the rolling stone class, and 
are of little benefit to themselves or their 
employers. 

Every trade has its delegate, who is 
known as the “walking delegate,”’ because 
it is his business to circulate among the 
various shops and works in order to keep 
in touch with the members of the organiza- 
tions, hear their grievances, adjust difficul- 
ties, collect dues and see that the aims of 
the union are carried out. It is impossible 
for the walking delegate to keep informcd 
as te what is going on In the various places 
over which he has authority unless he has 
help, and for that reason he has an assist- 
ant, or deputy, at the various bullidings or 
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men. The delegate receives from him the 
cards of out-of-town workmen and infor 
mation as to grievances, etc. 

The delegate usually receives for his sem 
vices from 50 cents to $1 a day more than 
the journeymen of his trade. He keeps the 
books, looks after the finances, attends te 
the correspondence with the higher author 
ities, and, in case of trouble between the 
men and their employer, he orders « strike, 
In many respects the walking delegate is 
an autocrat. His order to men to leave 
work and go on strike is not questioned, 
and his actions are rarely opposed. When 
grievances assume such form that an 
amicable adjustment cannot be arrived at, 
the delegates representing the various 
trades usually have a meeting, hear the 
side of the men, and, if possible, that ef 
the employer, and when these have been 
taken fnto consideration and it becomes 
apparent that no settlement can be reached 
the strike is ordered. The men are told 
that at a certain hour they must leave the 
work, 


INSURANCE 
A FIELD FOR WOMEN 


HERE seems to be no good reason 
T why women should not become sue 
cessful solicitors of insurance, buat 
comparatively few have essayed that rele, 
The pioneer of her sex and probably the 
most successful of them in this line is Mra, 
V. P. Peakes of Boston. 

Some years ago, owing to the death of 
her husband, Mrs. Peakes was thrown upen 
her own resources. After looking over the 
various occupations open to women as 6 
means of livelihood she decided to make an 
effort as an insurance solicitor. 

The years since have proved that she 
chose well. Mrs. Peakes epeaks from ex~- 
perience when she says: “A woman who 
does anything in insurance ought to make 
from $1200 to $1500 a year, and from that up 
to $7000 or $10,000. There is absolutely no 
limit for the woman who is suited te the 
work and who gives her time to it.” 

When asked what are the qualifications 


among women, Mrs. Peakes does ali her in- 
suring, or practically all, among men. “TI 
can insure three men,” she declares, “while 
I am getting one woman ready to insure.”

An- 
other plan is for the plant to be owned by 
a joint stock company, composed largely, if 
not wholly, of farmers, and milk or cream 
is received from any satisfactory producer. 
In this case.interest on the property or 
capital is usually allowed and included in 
the current expenses. The management is 
otherwise the same; the stockholders re 
ceive a fixed rate of interest on their invest- 
ment and the dividends to patrons depend 
upon their deliveries of milk or cream ahd 
the fluctuations of the market for the fac- 
tory products. The proprietary plan is also 


common, , being managed much like any oth- 


er factory;. the proprietor or company buys 
the milk or cream from’ the-producers at 
prices mutdally agreed upon from time to 
time. and assumes all the expenses, risks 
and returns of the business. Another way 
is for the factory, whether owned and man- 
aged by a company of farmers, probably 
themselves patrons, or by outsiders, to bear 
all expenses, make and sell the butter and 
cheese at a fixed charge per pound and di- 
vide the net proceeds of sales as on the 
purely co-operative plan. 

Cheese making has been transferred bod- 
fly from.the realm of domestic arts to that 
of manufactures. Farm-made cheeses are 
hard to find anywhere; they are used only 
locally, and make no impression upon the 


markets. In the middle of the century about 


100,000,000 pounds of cheese was made year- 
ly in the United States, and all of it in 
farm Gairies, At the close of the century 
the annual production of the country” will 


‘be about $00,000,000 pounds, ‘and 9 or 97 per 


cent of this will be made in factories. Of 
these establishments, there are nearly 3000, 
but they vary greatly in capacity, and 
many are véry small. New York and Wis- 
consin each has a thousand. The former 
state makes nearly twice as much chéese 
as the latter, and the two together produce 
threé-fourths of the entire output of the 
country. The other cheese-making states, 
in the order of quantity produced, are Ohio, 
Illinois, Michigan and Pennsylvania; but 


these are all comparatively unimportant. A 
change observed as taking place in the fac- 
tory system is that of bringing a number 
of factories previously independent into a 
“combination” or under the same manage- 
ment. This tends to improve the quality 
and secure greater uniformity in the prod- 


‘uct, and often reduces cost of manufacture, 


all being decided advantages. More than 
nine-tenths of all cheese made is of the fa- 
miliar standard variety, copied after the 


English Cheddar, but new kinds and imita- 
tions of foreign varieties are increasing: 
The cheese made. in the country,.with the 
small importations added, gives a yearly 
allowance of less than four pounds to every 
person; but as 30;000,000 to 50,000,000 pounds 
aré still annually: exported, the per capita 
consumption of “oheese in the United. 
States does not exceed three and’ one-half 
pounds per annum. This is a very low rate, 
much less than in most European countries, 
The cows in the United States were fot . 
counted until 1840, but have been since 
enumerated for every decennial census.. It 
has. required from 23 to 27 cows to evéry 
100 of the population to keep the country 
supplied with milk, butter and cheese and — 
provide for the export of dairy ee 
The export trade has fluctuated much, | 
has never exceeded the produce of seaeo 
cows. With the closing years of the cén- 
tury it is estimated that there is one milch.: 
cow in the United States for every four 
persons, This makes the total number ‘of . 
cows about 17,500,000. They’ are’ unevenly 
distributed over the country, béfng largely 
concentrated in the great Ufdiry, states. 
Thus, Iowa leads-.with 1,500,000 cows, fol- 
lowed by New York with almost as many; 
then Illinois and Pennsylvania, with about: © 
1,000,000 each. The states having over 600,000 
each are Wisconsin; Ohio; Kahsas, Mis- 
souri, Minnesota, Nebraska and Indiana. 
Texas is credited with 700,000 ‘cows, but very 
few of them are dairy animals. In the mid- 
die and eastern states the milk product goes 
very largely to the supply of the numerous

milky way, which, though it encir- 

cles the whole heaven, is so much 
richer in the parts which look down upon 
our summer evening that by comparison it 
seems to disappear from the winter sky. 
Chiefest of the rich portion of the milky 
way is that in which Hes the constellation 
Cygnus, or the swan, of which the princi- 
pal stars form the figure called the North- 
ern Cross. 

It can be seen during June over in the 
northeast, and indicated in position by the 
prilllant star Vega of the Lyre, which rises 
about an hour earlier, This, and the fact 
that the constellation lies at the point 
where the milky way divides into two 
streams, makes the figure easy to find. 

The star Deneb, which is between first 
and second magnitude in brightness, forms 
the head of the very obvious cross, the tail 
of the much less obvious swan. 

The arms of the cross are imposed at 
about one-third of the distance from Deneb, 
at the northern end of the figure, to Albi- 
reo, at the southern end. Between Albireo 
and the center of the cross lies the super- 
latively rich field of stars, 

To the naked eye the sky looks as though 
it held a cloud of light, on which can be 
ecunted some two seore of faint stars, but 

ily an opera glass is required to bring out 

yerfeot blaze of stars, of a beauty which 
defics description. 

Everybody knows the Big Dipper and the 
North Star. The bright star Arcturus, men- 
tioned In the Book of Job, can be found by 
following the direction indicated by the 
handle of the Big Dipper to a distance 
about three times the length of the handle. 

The North Star, Arcturus and Vega form 
a large right angled triangle, with Vega at 
the right angle. Near Arcturus is seen the 
remarkable semicirclet of seven stars 
known as the Northern Crown. 

Leo is now pretty well.to the west, still 
holding as a temporary guest the red planet 
Mars. Regulus of the first magnitude is in 
the handle of the sickle at the end of the 
constellation, while Denebola, a bright sec- 
ond-magnitude star, is the easternmost of 
the triangle at the other and eastern end. 

Denebola, Arcturus and Spica, a white 
first-magnitude star in the constellation of 
the Virgin, form a very remarkable equli- 
lateral triangle, which is of great service 
to’ the beginner {!n celestial geography, if 
such an e&& on may be permitted. 
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forming a small quadrilateral; this is Cor- 
vus, or the Crow. 

To the south we see the Scorpion, with 
red Antares brightest of the assemblage. 
A recent report of the Royal Observatory 
of the Cape of Good Hope gives the 
annual parallax of this star as two one- 
hundredths of a second, indicating that the 
light of this ornament of our southern sky 
is 163 years reaching us, though traveling 
at the inconceivable rate of 186,700 miles a 
second. 

Since it is one of the twenty etars classed 
as first magnitude, it follows that Antares 
must be a body of tremendous dimensions. 

If Sirius were removed to such a distance 
his brilliance would vanish and what is 
now our brightest star would be barely vis- 
ible to the naked-eye, Yet Sirius has a mass 
about ten times as great as our own sun. 

Of the planets Mars has been already 
noticed. Venus is now evening star, but 
80 close to the sun that no satisfactory 
view can be had during the month. We 
can get a glimpse of her half an hour after 
sunset, the last evening of the month. 

Mercury is on show again this month 
with one of her small brief engagements. 
About the 15th of the month and one or 
two evenings before and after look near 
the herizon in the wake of the departing 
sun and the brightest star you see will be 
Mercury. 

Uranus is in opposition to the sun on the 
6th. He is in Ophiuchus and can be found 
with an operagliass. 

Jupiter now rises a little before 10 o'clock, 
and by the end of the month will -rise a 
little after 8. He rises south of east and 
can be at once identified by his surpassing 
brilliancy. 

The less bright star quite near is the 
planet Saturn, these two giafits being to- 
gether thus once in twenty years. Jupiter 
is in opposition to the sun June 90. 


ANTS ON PLANTS. 


: HE injury to plants is not always to be

COLD STORAGE FOR 
WINTER CLOTHES 


HE moth which waxeth fat upon win- 
ter clothes and furs during the warm 
weather is to be a skeleton at the 

feast in St. Louis this year if a St. Louls 
cold storage company can make a success 
of its unique campaign of extermination. 

The refrigerating company would freeze 
the moth. It would place the clothes and 
furs in rooms where the temperature 
ranges from a few degrees below freezing 
down to within a short distance of zero, 
,and keep them there until they are needed 
for wear. The cold will kill the moth. For 
all his destructiveness he is very sensitive 
to cold, and a temperature even a littie 
higher than freezing will make him shiver 
miserably and speedily perish. 

Boxes and trunks of clothing and furs 
were being stored in the cold rooms at the 
St. Louis plant last week. They excited the 
curlosity of passers-by. It was something 
new in St. Louis to see clothes and furs 
going into cold storage, and there was @ 
rcuriosity to know what it meant. President 
T. S. McPheeters talked ‘to the . Sunday 
Post-Dispatch:

E are storing clothes and furs for 
protection against moths. It is 
something never before done in 8. 

Louls. The cold kills any moths in the 
clothes when they are brought bere, and 
makes it impossible for any others to live 


in the storerooms. 
The cold storage process of preserving 
winter clothing is the latest improvement 


over the cold camphor balls and cedar 
chests precautions. The camphor and cedar 
will only drive the moths away, and some- 
times do not do that. The cold air of the 
storage plant kills them and prevents the 
coming of others. 

The preservation of furs by cold storage 
during warm weather is a happy discovery. 
It not only keeps the moths away, but pre- 
vents decay of the fur. Extreme cold is the 
natural climate of almost 41] valuable furs, 
and this accounts for the good effect of 
putting them in cold storage.

OT every man can fit himself to do 

N powerful feats of strength requiring 

unusual muscular power and endura- 

ance, but every man may develop his mus- 

cles and make himself strong, vigorous and 

healthy by devoting a little time to the 
sight sort of training every morning. 

A weak constitution is no bar to develop- 
ment. When I was 12 years old I was thin 
and puny. Three doctors in Evansville told 
my father I was doomed to die. A fourth 
was called in in consultation. He said that 
the only thing that would save my life 
would be vigorous exercise with a special 
view to developing my chest. I was sent to 
@ gymnasium. I soon found that I[ could 
mot use the bars and other apparatus with- 


out exhausting my breath and causing my- 


self great pain. 

Then I tried the dumbbells and found 
they were exactly sulted to my condition. 

I soon abandoned the gymnasium because 
I found that I could take a thorough course 
of training at home. 

This training has made of me a remark- 
ably strong man. I believe that any boy 
who starts to develop himself at the same 
age can approximate my strength, 

A business man who spends his days in 
an office and who has never taken any ex- 
weight 
lifter. He probably would not care to if he 
could. What he can do is build up his 
muscles, harden his frame and put himself 
in such a condition that he will always feel 
well and will have none of those ailments 
that accompany a sedentary life. He can 
make himself more than a match for any 
ether man in his line of business who does 
not follow a systematic course of training. 

If I were asked what I consider the great- 
est help in the development and maintain- 
ing of strength and good health I would say 
cold water, not as a drink, but gpplied ex- 
ternally. 

A man who will take a cold sponge bath 
every morning in the year, without regard 
to the temperature of the atmosphere, will 
by that process alone harden his muscies, 
increase his strength and make himself 
proof against colds. = 

Cold water is better than quinine. 

If a man uses tobacoo or liquors he may 
feel well and think he is healthy, but he 


“ €an never hope to develop his strength to 


the utmost. Many men who believe that 
cold baths would not agree with them 
would find that the conditions would 
change if they would quit smoking, chew- 
ing or drinking. All of those things make 
men subject to ailments which follow sud- 
den. changes of temperature. 

If a man would be strong he should make 
up his mind that he desires to sacrifice 
something to the hardening of his muscles. 
Without the proper spirit to begin with, no 
progress will be possible. I do not believe 
in training in classes. Each man loses too 
much of his individuality. He is busy keep- 
img time with the others and does not put 
sufficient energy into his own work. 

Home training is much better. There is 
mo distraction. 

I train 20 minutes every morning. The 
beginner had better start with 10 minutes 
and he will not need as heavy dumbbells as 
I use. 

He will find that 10 minutes is a long 
time. At first he is apt to be tempted to 
stop before the time is up, but he mustn't 
do that. Nerve is needed as well as muscle. 
He must be loyal to his purpose and see the 
thing out. At the end of 10 minutes he 
will be tired and hot. Beads of perspira- 
tien will stand out upon him. Now what 
will he do. Uniess he is properly advised 
he will go and sit by an open window to 
cool off. He could do nothing worse. What 
he should do is to rub himself down with a 

towel, not too hard, but sufficiently 
all traces of perspiration. Then 
@ sponge, dip it into cold 


between light calisthenics and heavy lift- 


ing. 

The exercise should never be too vigor- 
ous, though it should always be spirited. 
Earnestness on the part of the man who 
holds the dumbbells goes a long way to- 
ward making him strong and active. The 
dumbbell exercises are simple. Anyone can 
learn them. Here aré some of the move- 
ments with both hands. They can be varied 
by using the hands singly or alternately: 

1. Grasp dumbbells firmly with hands 
hanging at the sides. 

2. Bend both elbows, bringing the hands 
sharply to a level with the waist. 

8. Extend the hands forward with 
hands close together. 

4. Bend forward, keeping the knees stiff, 
and touch the floor with the dumbbells. 

5. Rise slowly, reversing all of the motions 
and keeping the legs rigid. Repeat this ten 
times. 

6. Hold the dumbbells close together at 
arm’s length in front of you. 

7. Separate the hands with a quick sweep 
until they are held at either side, ralms 
down and on a level with the shoulders. 

8. Quickly turn the wrists so that the 
palms will be up. 

9. Bend the elbows until the lower arm is 
at right angles with the upper. 

10. Throw both arms fimto the air and bring 
the hands close together, until they are 
above the head. Reverse all the motions 
and continue for ten minutes. 

This will give you 20 minutes of training, 
as much as you need. Those who practice 
with the dumbbells will find that they can 
be used in an infinite number of ways. Any 
movement is good, so long as it is ratdral 
and involves no strain. 

Those who have the time or inclination 
may add to their training by taking a long 
walk evéry morning after taxing the dumb- 
bell exercise and before bathing.

He saw the first of] strike made and sank 


the first natural gas well in the United 
States. 

Mr. Renault has not been in the ofl bus!- 
ness in many years. He has spent 15 of the 
last 80 years as an engineer and pilot on 
the Ohio, Mississippi and Rio Grande rivers, 
and is now engineer at a St. Louis preserv- 
ing factory. He is @ years of age, a tall, 
wide-awake Frenchman, and knows the his- 
tory of petroleum as perhaps f¢w people in 
the country know it. He believes there is 
petroleum in every part of the United 
States, and expects that the present ccn- 
tury will see a development of this natural 
wealth so widespread as to seem incredible 
at this time. He is sure there is petroleum 
all around St. Louis. He reaches this con- 
clusion through investigation of the forma- 
tion of the country, which is, he says, the 
only real evidence of oil in quantities, sur- 
face leakings being wholly valueless in this 
respect.

WITNESSED the birth of the petroleum 
if industry in the United States. I saw the 

first coal oll struck, and was stillman of 
the first still. 

I was born at Freedom, Pa., % miles be- 
low Pittsburg on the Ohio river, May 6, 1838. 
As a boy I often helped take oi) from the 
creeks around my home. At Cherry creek 
and Sinneke creek there was oll on the wa- 
ters in such quantities as to unfit the wa- 
ter for use. People took the oil from the 
water with blankets, throwing these over 
poole of the water where there was a thick 
coating of oll. The blanket absorbed the 
oil. It was then taken off and wrung over 
a jar. The oil taken in this way sold at 2% 
cents for bottles containing four ounces. 
People used it as liniment, and horses all 
¢ver Peunsylivania were doctored with this 
creek oil for wocnds, sprains and soreness. 
No one thought of using St as an illuminant. 

The first serious attempt to take the oil 
in quantities was made by J. T. Hunter. He 
bullt at Freedom what we called a candle 
coal ofl plant. Candle coal, so called be- 


cause a stick of it would burn like a candie, 
was being mined near Freedom, and it was

coal is treated now for gas. In this “way 
Mr. Hunter got what we called candle coal 
oil. 


In 1857 a man named Egbert bored for salt 7 
I went to} 


at Cheery creek. He struck oil. 
the place immediately I heard of the strike. 
Mr. Egbert was in anything but a happy 
frame of mind. He had sought salt, 
now the whole 
smelling horse liniment. 

This was the first petroleum strike in the 
United States. People had been blanketing 
oil from the creeks of West Pennsylvania 
for years, but no one had ever before bored 
into a supply of oil. Mr. Egbert had a Sseem- 
ingly inexhaustible supply of it. His strike 
was the beginhing of the industry which 
has made many of the multi-millionaires. 

The Egbert strike on Cheery creek was 
closely followed by the discovery that pe- 
troleum could be used as an illuminant. 

The first oil still was put up at Freedom 
in 1860, Up to that time there had beer no 
stilling of oil except in an experimental 
way by chemists using little glass retorts. 
The first still had a capacity of 50 barrels 
a day. I had followed the oi! business close- 
ly ever since the strike at the Egbert well, 
and was made stillman of the new still. 
There I refined the first petroleum. The 
crude oil was sent down to us by barge 
from what is now Oil City. 

The popular ignorance as to the value of 
coal oil at that-time was no more profound 
than the ignorance of the merits of gas. 
In 1863 I bored an oi] well near Edenburg, 
Pa., for William A. Thornburg of St. Louls. 
At 650 feet we s‘ruck a fl>w of gas so Strong 
we could no longer lower our drills into the 
well. We regarded this as most unfortu- 
nate, and Mr. Thornburg spent a small for- 
tune.in attempts to stop that flow of gas. 
No one knew its value. That same gas vein 
is now supplying with fuel the great steel 
plants at Reaver City, Pa. We had it in our 
«hands, and threw it away because we did 
not know what wealth we held. 

The oil finds In Texas did not surprise me. 
I have been over every part of the United 
States, and I am sure this fs one continu- 
ous oll country. In 1862 I was repairing a 
steamboat at the mouth of the Rio Grande 
river. Along the gulf beach I picked up 
pieces of pete cast up by the gulf. Pete is 
the oll-bearing rock. The name petroleum 
means rock oil. I carried samples of this 
pete to my companions and told them we 
were in an oll country. One of them said to 
me: 

“You're crazy. We're in Tex

It is composed of carbon hy- 
dvogen and nitrogen in somewhut different 
pre portion from those in which the sams 
elements are found in nicotine, 

Scientists now declare that nicotine Is 
harmless. 

The London Lancet says the cigarette is 
least injurious. Next in order comes the 
pipe and most injurious of all is the cigar. 

It is only a short time since there was.a 
tremendous outcry against the cigarette as 
the cause of wrecked constitutions and nu 
end of insanity. It was said t) be made 
of refuse, to contain opfum, arsenic and 
other poisons, and to be nothing less than 
a diabolical product whose use should be 
suppressed. Well, in 1897, Willfam H. ‘jar- 
rison collected a good deal of testimony 
from prominent chemists relative to the 
purity of the constituents of the ‘eading 
brands of cigarettes, and based thereon a 
little pamphlet entitled “A Brief for the 
Cigarette.’’ Shortly afterward Clark Bell 
of the Medico-Legal Society elicited letters 
from a score or more insane asylum super- 


intendents or surgeons exploding the fallacy 


that smoking producea tasan:ty. [he in- 
quiry was directed more particularly to the 
use of cigarettes, however, and greatly 
Strengthened the case made ovt by Mr. (Gar- 


rison. Even without the Lance's novel plea, |

HE domestic production of leaf tobac- 
T co in 1899 was about 600,000.0009 pounds. 
Nearly half of this was exported. 
But a good deal was imported also. About

cigars in this country. The tobacco manu- 
factured for smoking in pipes amounted 
to about 102,000,000 pounds, while the raw 
material going into the domestic cigarettes 
was not far from 14,500,000 pounds. No al- 
lowance is made here for imported cigars. 
These numbered 30,000,000, or not to exrcreea 
1,000,000 or 1,500,000 pounds, m 1539. it would 
therefore appear that the amount of to- 
bacco smoked in the pipe in this country is 
almost as great as that smoked in the 
other two ways put together. Whether this 
is because @ man can get more smoke for 
the same amount of money in this manner 
or not it ts hard to say.

in the meeting room of the club at 


the St. Louls Medical School, 1806 Locust 


street, on the first and third Thursday of 
each month, from 6 to 8 o'clock preceding 
the meetings. 

In view of the interest shown by the pub- 
lic in the semiannual exhibits of the club It 
was decided to give a semimonthly exhibit 
for the benefit of those interested in know- 
ing of the beautiful flora surrounding them. 

From the first days of spring until the 
last days of autumn, the flelds and woods 
around St. Louls abound in wild flowers. 
there @ radius of 50 miles about the city 
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there are nearly one thousand native mes 
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ering plants. Many of these are humble 
and lowly, but even the humblest will yield 
abundant scope for study. 

Of the total number of kinds belonging 
to what may be termed the St. Louts flora 
only from one hundred to two hundred spe- 
cles can be found In bloom at the same 
time. By means of the semimonthly exbibit 
the procession of the flowers can be studied 
and enjoyed. 

The plants are always labeled with the 
popular and Dotanical names. Technical 
terms are to be avoided, as far as possible, 
in the hope that, aided by the specimens, 
together with the information given by the 
attending botanists, the flower lover will ex-

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ments, but better tools and plant, better 
methods, and later trained men are needed 
and must ere long be had. The work of 
masons and bricklayers varies; that in 
stone is much of it excsiient, but the wall 
work at times makes trouble. 

The standard American brick is needed, 
and workmen to lay it who are used to it. 
Painting and interior tinisa need American 
methods, materials, and workmen. Paper- 
hanging is an art very little understood, but 
entireiy possible with success, if proper 
wallpapers, glue, pastes, sizings and skill 
are used. They cannot be had in the island. 
Plumbing and steam fitting have not now 
half a dozen competent exponents in the is- 
land. The demand must steadily and rapid- 
ly increase, and must be met from the 
States. 

Good printers, compositors, pressmen, 
lithographers and electroplaters are _ in- 
creasingly wanted. Good quarrymen and 
stonecutters and artificial stone (cement) 
workers are and will be.in demand. Good 
tailors are scarce, and the well-organized 
ready-making shops for light goods, with 
best machinery, would thrive. Tinsmithing 
is poorly represented and offers induce- 
ments. Watchmaking calls for good men. 

American barbers, with their equipment 
and methods, are more popular than the 
natives, or even the French or Spanish, and 
a good one can find a place or make a busi. 
ness for himself. Good American cooks are 
in great demand, and the supply is far 
short of the need. Coachmen are rarely 
wanted, but a good competent American 
can find a place. 

Dressmakers and seamstresses, some of 
fine abilities, are superabundant throughout 
the island, but a few familiar with Amer- 
ican styles and methods would not lack 
for employment as soon as known. The na- 
tive women and girls often do most beau- 
tiful needlework, etc., but usually rather, of 
the ornamental than useful order. 

Good ‘nurses are difficult to get and @ 
really competent one need have no lack of 
employment. 

Hostiers of the American type are want- 
ing, and while there are few needed, good 
ones are generally not long idle if indus-

Of really good restaurant and hotel wait- 
ers who speak both English and Spanish 
(or French) the supply is never equal to 
the demand. Watchmen there are, as of 
municipal police. in plenty, but one on 
whom to rely is not readily found when 
needed. The demand is, moreover, an in- 
creasing one. 

The grade of work performed on the is- 
land in mechanical lines is not up to the 
American standard. The iron workers, sil- 
versmiths and stonemasons are ski!'ful, 
though the latter do not strengthen their 
walis by bonding them. The workers in 
wood, leather and other fabrics are far in- 
ferior to men employed in the same lines 
in the United States. 

Following in the wake of the labor move- 
ment in the United States and other coun- 
tries, attempts have been made, with vary- 
ing success, to organize labor in the island 
on both general and local bases. Federa- 
tions with leanings of socialistic and anti- 
socialistic character have existed in the is- 
land for several years, though the social- 
istic body has lacked the virility of the oth- 
er, and has had of late, if it still exists, 
only a lingering existence. 

Although gremios, or gullds, of any class 
of laborers may at a time of especial ex- 
citement or effort be readily organized in 
the country districts, it is only in the cities 
and larger towns, usually upon the coast, 
that such organizations can be maintained, 
especially as such ass vciations, from the 
usual poverty both in numbers and re- 
sources, promise so little of advantage. 

Strikes, of which quite a number are re- 
ported from time to time—three having been 
in progress at the same time in different 
parts of the island and by different handi- 
craft organizations in the autumn of 190— 
have never, at least in recent years, 
reached any considerable proportions, prob- 
ably chiefly through the inability of the 
strikers to hold out. 

The strike of the stevedores employed by 
the New York & Porto Rico Steamship 
Co, at San Juan originated in a sudden de- 
mand on the part of the stevedores for an 
increase of wages, for regular hours of 
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ships of the company at the same time 
doubtless whs considered favorable to the 
wishes and demands of the strikers, who 
withdrew and so intimidated certain oth- 
ers who wished to remain that they also 
left, while the San Juan stevedores’ gremio, 
including stevedores employed by other 
shipping houses, took up the fight, though 
not ordering out these other members, 

It was freely admitted by the officers of 
the gremio that there was not work 
enough at the docks for more than a third 
of the number available, so that to give 
each one work they were divided into three 
reliefs, each having but two days’ work ia 
the week, which gave an average of only 
about $17 a month wages. 

A very small percentage of the 
tion in the country districts have decent’y 
constructed dwellings, though their condi- 
tion and environment is too often hardly 
better than that almost universally present 
with the poorest habitations; all others, 
save the plantation or farm houses, are of 
much the same exceedingly primitive type. 
The average home of the peon is a frame 
of poles covered with palm leaves or bark, 
with a grass-thatched or pa:mieaf roof, the 
whole bound- together with remarkable 
staying qualities. 

Of course even the mud or palmieaf walla, 
with their grass thatch and board floor, of 
these densely congregated hamiets, resem- 
bling closely an aggregation of huts In an 
African kraal, do not command a heavy 
rental—eay, at most, 1 to 3 pesos (© cents 
to $1.80) per month—while the rent of arti- 
sans’ houses in the villages is double and 
even treble that sum.

HOMAS A. EDISON has announced 
that after working 18 years on the 
problem he has invented a storage 

battery motor which, with two and one- 
half times less weight, will do two and one- 
half times the work now-done by storage 
motors now used to supply power. 

He says this discovery will revolutionize 
street railway, steam railway, steamship 
and naval propulsion. 

He believes it will bring the airship with- 
im the range of possibility. The feature of 
the new battery is the bricquet. This is a 
battery element composed of much lighter 
materials than those béeretofore used in pro- 
@Gucing a current. In this Nes the chief 
value of the bricquet. A saving of weight 
means the saving of money, Billions are 
expended for transportation every year. 
Millions may ‘be saved if Mr. Edison suc- 
cceeds in applying the power which, he says, 
is now at his command. 

His dream is to replace trolley cars with 
automobiles and to do away with the miles 
of stee] rails which now bisect the streets 
ef the cities, 

He would increase the efficiency of the 
automobile and make it as cheap as a horse 
and buggy. 

It is one of the dreams of Edison that 
at no distant time the wagons used to 
transport freight and express packages 
will be operated without horses, 

The poles of the ordinary storage battery 
used for transportatioh are made of lead 
and sinc. There is a heavy lead casing 
around the battery to preserve the sub- 
Stances which it contains. Its weight is so 
great that it is a heavy strain on the axies 
of the vehicle to which it is attached. 

Edison says that all of these conditions 
will be changed when bricquets come into 

use,

long. There will be two in each battery cell, 
The positive will be made of graphite and 
iron and the negative of graphite and 
nickel. All of these substances have a much 
smaller epecitic gravity than lead or zinc. 

The inventor says also that they will not 
need the careful protection which is neces- 
sary to the life of the present forms of 
storage battery cells. Their casing will be 
a thin. cylinder of perforated steel, which 
will add only a small percentage to the 
weight of the entire system. Here are the 
advantages he claims for his new inven- 
tion: 

1. Absence of deterioration by work, 

2. Large storage capacity per unit of 
mass, hence comparatively slight weight. 

8. Capability of being rapidly charged 
and discharged without injury. 

4. Capability of withstanding careless 
treatment, 

5. Inexpensiveness, 


Mr. Edison says that his new battery 
~—weighing 960—will drive a heavily laden 
transfer wagon 20 miles. With the system 
now in use a motor weighing 2400 pounds is 
required to do the same work. 

He says that an Edison motor weighing 
480 pounds will do the same work attached 
to an automobile as a motor of the type 
now in use weighing 1200 pounds. 

He believes that the battery can be suc- 
cessfully employed to operate street cars 
and that the trolley will be done away with, 
He ig devising a motor to weigh 1200 
pounds, which, he believes, will be equal to 
the common type of battery weighing 3000 
pounds, He believes that cars equipped 
with these batteries would not require rails 
to run on, but could be fitted with rubber 
tires on asphalt streets. 

The plates of the new batteries, as made 
for automobiles, are formed of sheets of 
steel 24-1000 of an inch in thickness, with 
rectangular holes, that are likened to win- 
dow panes, stamped out of them In these 
holes are fixed thin flat boxes a trifle thick- 
er than the steel plates, perforated with 
holes to admit the electrolyte, and con- 
taining the active elements, which consist 
of bricquets of a finely divided compound 
of iron for the negative pole and bricque:s 
of a finely divided compound of nickel for 
the positive pole. Both bricquets contain 
graphite, which assists their conductivity. 
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The assembled plates, constituting a bat- 
tery, are placed in an exterior cell of sheet 
steel containing a potash solution. 

Of this only enough to fulfill mechanical 
requirements is needed, and in practice it is 


expected that the weight of the solution Will 
only be about one-fifth of the entire plate 
weight of the cell. It is said that the cell 
may soon be worked in the same manner as 
the so-called primary dry cells. When the 


facilities for manufacture are completed, it 
is thought that the new cells can be pro- 
duced as cheaply as the old lead cells. 

In aerial navigation the one drawback 
up to this time has been weight of prupel- 


ling machinery. The old style lead battery 
has been out of the question. With the 
great reduction of weight of the Edison 
battery, however, the machinery problem 
is solved, Ordinarily it would take a 600- 


pound battery to drive a Zeppellin airship 
800 miles. With an Edison battery weighing 
200 pounds the same work could be done as 
with the 500-pound wernt, according to the 
inventor, :

the latter to such an extent that the re- 
sulting mixture is practically noninjurious 
to foliage and buds, while still retaining 
the fungicidal qualities of the simple sul- 
phate solution. (2) The corrosive action of 
Bordeaux mixture upon pumps, pipes, noz- 
zliea etc., is comparatively slight. This is 
of great advantage in doing uniform and 
thorough work. (3) The lime of Bordeaux 
mixture causes the spray to become visi- 
ble upon the trees sprayed, and while 
this is not desirable in the spraying of 
maturing fruits, and is avoided by adopting 
other sprays, it is of very great value in 
the treatment of bare dormant trees, as it 
enables the workman to distinguish the 
sprayed from the unsprayed portions of 
the tree, and thus to. complete his work 
more ughly than could otherwise be 
done. In case of the employment of hired 


help for applying sprays. as is usually 


the 
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appearance of the trees whether or not his 
men are doing satisfactory work. As thor- 
oughness is a matter of prime import- 
ance in the treatment of peach leaf curl, 
too much stress can hardly be placed upon 
this advantage of Bordeaux mixture over 
several other sprays. (4) The adhesive qual- 
ities of Bordeaux mixture are very great, 
and therefore it is even more desirable for 
a winter than for a summer spray. This 
is especially so in portions of the country 
where the summers are dry, as on the Pa- 
cific coast. (5) The whitening of the trees 
by the use of Bordeaux mixture, provided 
the spraying is. done somewhat early in 
the winter, {s claimed to retard the de- 
velopment of the buds. The unsprayed 
trees absorb more heat, which causes the 
buds to swell during the warm days in win- 
ter, thus making them liable to injury from 
subsequent cold.

Face steaming is best accomplished by 
the application of cloths rung out in water 
as hot as can be borne. These cloths should

Tincture of soap'is sometimes used as a 
detergent in the case of obstinate black- 
heads. If used at all great care should be 
taken, as it is'full of caustic properties and 
would irritate the skin. You can get tinc- 
ture of soap of the apothecary. Use a lit- 
tle on the surface required and wash off 
immediately with hot water. 


A Cure for Obesity. 


A. B. B.—I give you with pleasure the 
directions fer the obesity treatment. I am 
a little surprised that you have not seen 
them, as they have been so often repeated 
in this department. 

Avoid all starchy and sweetened food, all 
cereals, vegetables containing sugar or 
starch, such as peas, beans, corn, potatoes, 
etc. Have your bread toasted; sprinkle it 
with salt instead of butter. Milk if it be 
pure and good is fattening. Hot water is 
an excellent substitute for other liquids. 
Add a little of the juice of limes or lemons 
if you choose. Limit your sleeping hours 
to seven.

If you cannot do this get at a drug 
store 6 cents’ worth of pulverized pumice 
and a small orangewood stick. Sharpen 
the stick to a flat point. cut a lemon in 
half and dip the stick into the lemon until 
it is saturated with the juice, and then into 
the pumice stone. Rub the teeth with the 
pumice and lemon, taking pains to get the 
stick well between the teeth and up around 
the edges. sf 

After you have thoroughly used the pum- 
ice and stick, take your toothbrush, wet 
it in warm water and brush your teeth 
under and above. Rinse several times. 
Pumice stone should only be used on rare 
occasions. If employed often it will de 
stroy the enamel.

The deathbed confession of a woman 


named Jeannette, formerly the murdered 
abbe’s housekeeper, has thrown new light 
an the famous crime. 

According to the new version Jeannette 
was herself the author and agent of the 
murder, and Abbe Bruneau, the gulllotined 
priest, who knew the truth, was a mar- 
tyr to his reverence for the sacred secrecy 
of the confessional. 

The entire Catholic clergy of France is 
aroused over the ennouncement and Is pre- 
pared to help in the vindication of Abbe 
Bruneau'’s name. 

The excitement which has followed upon 
the woman's confession has proved that 
not a detail in that tragedy of the cloisters 
has béen forgotten. 

The Abbe Fricot was the parish priest of 
Entrammes, a village, near Laval. The 
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WOMAN CONFESSES MURDER OF A PRIEST 


The Abbe Fricot was murdered on Jan. 
2, 1894. On that night, a little before din- 
ner, he went out bareheaded for a walk in 
his garden and was not seen afterward. 
Jeannette, his housekeeper, and the neigh- 
bors spent the whole night searching for 
him, and at length found his body in a 
well. Public opinion in the village at once 
pointed to Abbe Bruneau as the assassin. 
The authorities, after an Inquiry, came to 
the same conclusion. The old servant de- 
posed that her master had been robbed sev- 
eral times by the Abbe Bruneau, but he had 
charged her to tell nobody. She gave 
lengthy particulars as to the night of the 
crime. 

The trial lasted four days, and the Abbe 
Bruneau was sentenced to death and exe- 
cuted on Aug. 31. To the last he protested 
he was innocent of the crime. Just before 
going up to the scaffold he handed the pub- 
lic prosecutor a letter to be published after 
his death. He was ready, he said, to ap- 
pear before God, and he was innocent of the 
murder of the Abbe Fricot. M. Desgardes, 
the public prosecutor, refused to publish 
the letter, as it was libelous. He is now 
deputy for Laval. 

Now comes the news that the housekeep- 
er, Jeannette, has confessed on her death- 
bed that she was, with the help of an ac- 
complice, the murderer of the Abbe Fri- 


cot. In order to prevent the murder from 
being traced to herself this woman at once 
admitted her crime in the secrecy of the 
confessional to the curate and thus tiled his 
tongue, the good priest going to the scaf- 
fold rather than betray the confidence re- 
posed in him. 

After bearing the burden of her crime for 
seven years remorse at last overtook the 
wretched woman, and pérpetually haunted, 
she said, by the ghosts of the two dead 
priests, she was at last driven to confess 
herself a criminal.

HARE is the largest tree around St. 
Louis? Here f% a claim to this dis- 


tinction for the giant cottonwood - 


of Scotch Jimmie’s Isle, in the Mississippi 
river, 30 miles above St. Louis. 

Like a tree among shrubs is the great cot- 
tonwood, towering out of tall timber near 
the north shore of the isle. It has always 
been so. Bo the people around say. Scotch 
Jimmie Powrie, its owner and protector, 
says it was the giant of the island when he 
settled there more than thirty years ago, 
and old residents of the hills on the Illinois 
side are agreed that the big cottonwood of 
the island tuday was the same big cotton- 
wood of the island more than a quarter 
century ago. 

Yet its size is its only indication of ex- 
ceptional age. It is solid. It has no dead 
branches, It is seemingly full of sap and 
strength, and it is something a woodsman 
can delight in for its excellence of girth 
and height, in which the hawk may safely 
build his nest for the protection its great 
green top can give from the eyes of men 


with guns; in which the red squirrel may 


revel and store his nuts, for it abounds in 
crannies and great fiat forks; in which a 
hundred kinds of big and little birds may 
frolic, some high in the overlooking top, 
for birds, like men, delight to see, and some 
down below where the swaying tops of 
other trees brush the big giant when the 
wind blows, creaking as trees will.

CUNNING OF A CHICKEN-STEALING CROW 


HE crow has not been generally 
iy known as a chicken thief, but by 
dint of great cunning and rare in- 
telligence, he has won this reputation in 
the last few days at the Illinois farm of DB. 
A. Riehl, 30 miles north of St. Louis. 

Crows have carried 30 little chicks from 
the Riehl farm within the last two weeks. 
And just how they have done it is quite a 
remarkable story of the cunning of this 
most intelligent of birds. 

Three weeks ago Mr. Rieh) had a hundred 
little chickens, fat and fluffy little frys, 
which must have tempted every preying 
thing of the earth and alr. 

The Riel] farm is on a bluff overlooking 
the Mississippi river. Across a narrow 
channel is Scotch Jimmy's Island, in whose 
thick wood and water are all the birds of 
this latitude, from the tall, plumed night 
heron of nocturnal squawk, to the tiny 
bronze-breasted humming birds that suckle 


the bloom of the wild fox grape. There are 
big yellow-eyed chicken hawks and alert 


litie red-tailed sparrow hawks in_ these 
wvods, andGthere is nothing more delecta- 
ble in their predatory life than a little 
peeping chick. 

Mr. Riehl was afraid of the hawks, and 
when the chicks began disappearing he 
stood guard over them with a shotgun one 
morning and brought down a big brown 
and black chicken hawk that was sailing 
over quite close to the chicks, with a fair 
or fowl intent, Mr. Rieh: could not tell. 
The slaughter of the big hawk seemed not 
to lessen the preying upon the little chicks. 
Two @ day or thereabouts they continued 
to disappear. Mr. Riehl determined to 


watch until he discovered the thief. He hid 
himself several times, and this is what he 
found out: 

It is noon, and the family is at dinner. 
An old black crow wings his way lazily out 
of the island wood. Heycrosses the chan- 
nel, mounting a little higher all the time, 
finally reaching the crest of the Riehl bluff 
and settling upon a high limb of a dead 
tree. 

On this naked limb 
seemingly seeing nothing. 
fact, there is little to see, 
folk are eating, and the 
quiet. 

In a little while the crow on the limb 
says: 

“C-a-w! C-a-w!” 

Like an echo there comes from the depth 
of the island wood this answering call: 

*“C-a-w!’’ 

A second crow follows closely in the wake 
of his response. He files faster than the 
crow on the dead limb has flown, and he 
seems to know just where he is going. He 
clears the crest of the Riehl bluff, and gives 
the crow on the dead limb not even one 
look. He almost brushes the short pear 
trees with his breast as he noiselessly ap- 
proaches the chicken yard. The little fluffs 
and frys are hunting bugs hungrily. They 
are are peeping plaintively. Like ‘a 
black shadow the crow is upon 
them. He clutches a chick in each 
foot, and, turning sharply, he gels 
away, skimimng the pear trees again and 
flying close to the dead limb. The lookout 
crow drops down and joins him, and togeth- 
er they journey joyously, jabbering jocu- 
larly on the stupidity of chickens and men,

Doubtless these get the little chicks, or 
mayhap the wise old birds nourish their 
own tough bodies with these succulent 
spoils and let the youngsters worry along 
and wax strong upon bits of dead fish. 
Mr. Riehl has attempted to shoot the 
crows. But they are unwilling. The old 
scout of the dead limb knows a man from 
afar, and he knows the difference between 
the man with the hoe and the man with 
the gun. When there is a man around thefre 
is no call to the crow in the wood to come 
up, for, in addition to their disinclination 
to be shot at, the crows dislike to be seen 
at their work, doing it so intelligently that 
it was only by careful investigation that 
Mr. Riehl discovered what was going on.

The jail is at Maysville, but the county 
seat is at Petersburg, and when her pris- 
oners are wanted in court she has to take 
them 10 miles under her own protection, 
but none has ever yet escaped from her. 
Gam Self, one of the most notorious moon- 
shiners the state has ever known, is now 
in her custody. Officers have been trying 
for many years to arrest him, but he al- 
ways managed to elude them till a few 
weeks ago, when they slipped up on him 
at night at his home at the Smoke Holes.

THE ZION ORGANIZATION. 
Hi Zion erganization would do credit 
T to a master politician. In this as in 
many another thing. does Dowie 
show his strong hand in administration of 
the affairs of Zion. 

He is the general overseer,. self-styied. 
Ife is the chief executive, the court. of 
last resort In everything pertaining to Zion. 
Iie is himself custodian of the Zion funds 
Hie is the maker of the Zion law. He? is 
head and chief and captain of the house of 
Zion, and the nearest approach unto him 
in power is a lon@ way distant, Indeed. 

tie divides his Chicago congregation into 
seventias, as of old. Over each of these 
he places a suboverseer and under each of 
these six deacons, so that when the offi- 
cers of Zion cccupy the stage with the 
choir at the auaitorium meetings they ave 
300 strong. 

There are some of these overseers who 
are nearer the general overseer than some 
others, but their title is all the same. I 
heard littie else in Zion but ‘‘overseer”’ 
and ‘*‘deacon.”’ 

Dowie has recently placed his wife at 
the head of the women of Zion, and the 
women are to have an organization similar 
to that of the men. Dowie believes in giv- 
ing the women an equal place with that 
of the men in the affairs of the church. 
He has made his wife the general overseer 
of the women. in Zion, not in Chicago alone, 
but in the whole world. 

Dowie has organized these seventies 
among the active members of his church. 
These are the people who must be red-hot 
to huid their places. They nyust canvass 
for reeruits, going from house to house 
and working night and day, as opportunity 
presents, to proselyte for Zion. 

At intervals of scareely less than once 
a week the officers of Zion are called into 
conference With Dowie himself. They are 
there given instructions and acquainted 
with the new projects of their leader, who 
is as fertile in ideas for the promotion of 
Zion as ever was Cesur for building up the 
power of Rome. ’ 

‘Dowie works in Zion likes a beaver. I 
was told that he did by people of his flock, 
and became convinced of it when I visited 
the various institutions . 

In the publishing houses two Zion week- 
Hes are printed. They are wholly written 
by Dewie. Here, as in his pulpit and on 
his platform, he devotes himself chiefly 
to his enemies. 

fie has personal charge of the Zion 
Home, which is a great hotel = struct 
ure consiantly filed. with people come to 
Chicago to see Dowle. 

lis is the proprietor of the Zion Bank, 
though he has a business manager, Mr. 
3arnard, who does the banking. 

lic goes out to the site of Zion Cily once 
or twice a week and himself directs the 
work going on there. He has a local sup- 
erintendent and engineers, but, here, as 
everywhere, he trusts nobody and sees 
for himself. 

It seems a part of Dowie's creed to trust 
nobody. He expects everyone to trust him, 
but is himself distrustful of all human- 
kind. So, at least, it seems. If he trusts 
the men directiy around him there is no 
indication of it. They seem wholly with- 
out authority. The slightest thing must 
be referred to the General Overseer, He 
is the head of every department. He 
himself bullt every department up. |

DOWIE AND THE COVENANT 


“God has sent me as the mes- 
senger of His Covenant. I have 
been feeling the preparation of 
myself for years, and it is now 
revealed to me.’’—John Alexand- 
er Dowie at the Chicago Audi- 
torium. 

The covenant of the Bible was made 
between God and the children of Is- 
racl through Moges, the intermedi- 
ary.

Dowle indulges himself in some of his 
coarse humor. They seemed to me at times 
a people wholly charmed by the man, 


though to me he was most repulsive, 
The people of Zion must needs have a 


great deal of patience to follow their 
leader—patience with Dowie and with the 
critical world. I was told that if I would 
have a good seat at the auditorium Sunday 
afternoon it would be necessary for me to 


“go an hour before the meeting opened and 


get in line before the entrance. I reached 
the auditorium at 2 o'clock. The meeting 
was to begin at 3. Even at 2 there were 
some 2006 people awaiting’ the opening of 
the doors. Within a quarter of an hour 
the,ycrowd had doubled. When the doors 
opened at 2:30 there was a running rush for 
seats. 1 was alone and able to bound up- 
Stairs rapidly, but fly as I did I did not get 
into the auditorium in time to get midway 
up In the seats. Five minutes later every 
Seat in the house was filled. Many of 
those unable to find seats stood, and t&ose 
who came late turned back. 

As I stood out in the throng before the 
entrance I was near a man who itched to

Then he would glare around to see if 
there were any to answer. Zion people 
Were all around him, but they said noth- 
ing. though some of them leoked hard at 
the speaker, who persisted in his state- 
mients, calling Dowte a. fakir, charlatan, 
humbug, and those who followed him sim- 
ple folk deserving to be duped. Through 
it all there was no complaint from the 
peopie of Zion around. They clutched their 
Bibles the firmer and tried not to hear. 
When one of the men would seem upon 
the point of turning upon the speaker the 
wife or iaughter at his side would gently 
restrain him. I thought fortitude must be 
a great staple in Zion. 

Yet with all this loyalty Dowie suffers 
from secession. Many of those nearest the 
throne leave Zion loudly .denouncing the 
chief. These experiences have doubtless 
taught Dowie to trust no one and to put 
no one too close to the* source of power. 
The mest important defection from Zion 
occurred within the last spring. when 
scome 40 of the followers of Dowte desert- 
ed. Lut the energetic chief recruited those 
who weuld take their places, and Zion rolis 
cn every day a little richer, a little strong- 
er, a little more fiercely beset by ite foes.

DCWIE'S WORKS, 
OHUN ALEXANDER DOWIE is at 
By once one of the best known and one 
of the busiest men in Chicago. His 
carriage is pointed out wherever it rolls. 
No stranger passes the Zion properties on 
Michigen avenue without being informed 
that here is where Dowle lives and works. 
It is only the people jp Zion who speak of 
him with respect. By all others he is 
pointed out as the biggest humbug in Chi- 

cago and spoken of in contempt. 

These are the works of Dowie since he 
came to Chicago: 

lie has built up a sect, numbering more 
than 10,000 persons in Chicago alone, and 
has named ft the Christian Catholic 
Church in Zion. 

He has purchased the Norwood Hotel 
building and has repaired it and fitted it 
up until it is one of the most valuable ho- 
tel and office properties in Chicago. Here 
he has his own residence, his home for 
visitors and the Zion Bank. . 

He has purchased a church structure and 
made it the Zion Tabernacle. It has a 
seating capacity of 3600 and is one of the 
most valuable church properties in Cnhi- 
cago, 

He has several other buildings in this 
same neighborhood, in one of which are 
the Zion publishing house and the Zion 
store. In this store the people of Zion pub- 
chase the literature of their sect and sta- 
tionery. Dowie is the author of all the 
Zion publications. They number a hundred 
or more of tracts, pamphlets and books, all 
by Dowie. His pen is most prolific. 

He has established the Zion Bank, a say- 
ings bank with a capitalization of $50,000. 
Dowie offers interest upon all savings which 
his people will deposit here. 

Within the last two years he has sent 
missionaries into all parts of the world, 
and he says there is now scarcely a country 
without it# congregation of the Christian 
Catholic Church tn Zion. 

He has purchased for $650,000.a tract of 6500 
acres of fine farm land on Lake Michigan, 
3¢ miles north of Chicago. Here is to be 
Zion City, where the people of Zion may 
dwell wholly among themselves, working 
co-operatively, living pure and happy, and 
worshiping in the Zion Temple, which is 
to be built upon a great square in the center 
of the city, and is to cost more money than 
any house of worship now standing in all 
the world. 

He has purchased a lace-making plant, 
which has stood for years at Nottingham, 
england. It is one of the largest industries 
of its kind in the world, and there is none 
other like it on this side of the Atlantic. 
Dowie went to England last year and pur- 
chased the plant himself. He is now bring- 
ing the machinery to the United States, and 
the former owners of the business are su- 
perintending the removal and setting up 
of the plant at Zion City. One of these 
factories is already equipped with machin- 
ery. Others will build all around it. Dowle 
expects to make this the largest industry 
of its kind in the world. He wants to em- 
ploy -50,000 of his people there, conducting 
the industry co-operatively. The cost‘ of 
this industry is enormous. When it is 
complete it will represent an investment of 
$5,000,000, 

Dowie secured the admission of his lace- 
makers into the United States after a fight 
in which his lawyer won his greatest vic- 
tory. The importation of these people was 
held to be in violation of the alien labor 
act, which prevents the admission into the 
United States of laborers under contract to 
work in this country. Dowle only wanted 
the English lace makers, of course, to start 
his industry at Zion City, and show his 
own people how to make laces. The case of 
the people he wished to import was for this 
reason exceptional, and he won his case in 
the courts. | 
These, thus briefly enumerated, are the 
works of Dowl:. They are big works. But 
Dowie is capable. He is equal to much, 
if not all, of his undertakings. Chicago 
did not think he would make Zion what 
he has made it. Chicago did not think 
he would buy the big tract north of 
Waukegan. Chicago did not think he 
would succeed in establishing his church 
in Europe. Chicago did not think the Leg- 
islature’ would permit him to win thous- 
ands of people to his creed, in which peo- 
ple die without medical assistance. Chic- 
ago did not think she would herself toler- 
ate him as long as she has. Dowle has 
in many things surprised Chicago. 

I went out to Zion City. It is on the 
Northwestern railroad. As yet there is 
little to see. Some 600 people are working 
out there. They are all dwellers tn Zion, 
as Dowie calles his followers, with the 
exception of the lace makers imported from 
England. These are necessary to Instruct 
Dowie's people. The graders who are 
making streets; the carpenters and masons 
who are building factories, houses and big 
homes for the workers, these are all follow- 
ers of Dowie. The men who have teams 
and who work at the grading are paid 
$3.50 a day. The carpenters make from 
32.0 to $3 a day. There are no workers 
in Zion iily paid, | found this a fact by 
personal inquiry among them, :
